Resolution  overturning  upholding  Department  of  Public  Works'  recommendation  for 
disapproval  and  granting  disapproving  the  application  for  a_revocable  permission 
encroachment  permit  to  Lee  Yun  Ling  &  Cindy  Zhou,  for  the  occupancy  of  a  portion  of 
the  public  right-of-way  for  a  new  single  family  dwelling  encroaching  3 -feet  into  the 
public  right-of-way  at  10  Niantic  Avenue  (Block  No.  7178,  Lot  No.  001),  conditioned 
upon  the  payment  of  an  annual  assessment  fee  as  prescribed  under  Article  15,  Section 
786.7  of  the  Public  Works  Code;  this  project  is  consistent  with  tho  General  Plan 
Referral  and  General  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1. 


WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786,  permission  was  requested  by 
Jaidin  Consulting  Group,  agent  for  the  owner,  Lee  Yun  Ling  &  Cindy  Zhou  to  occupy  a  portion 
of  the  public  right-of-way  for  a  new  single  family  dwelling  encroaching  3-feet  into  the  public 
right-of-way  at  10  Niantic  Avenue,  as  shown  on  the  plans,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120704;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA),  at  the 
September  13,  201 1  meeting  of  the  Transportation  Advisory  Staff  Committee  (TASC), 
recommended  that  this  project  be  re-addressed  back  to  the  appropriate  City  agencies; 
Planning  Department  and  Department  of  Building  Inspection  for  further  review  and  action. 
SFMTA  has  recommended  that  the  Permittee  install  "Dead  End"  signs  to  minimize 
unnecessary  traffic  and  mitigate  potential  vertical  clearance  issues,  especially  for  large 
vehicles;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  City  Planning,  by  letter  dated  February  17,  2012, 
declared  that  the  proposed  encroachment  is  in  conformity  with  the  General  Plan  and  to  the 
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priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1.  A  copy  of  said  letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.120704,  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing  on  March  28,  2012,  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  recommended  disapproval  of  the  proposed  encroachment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Notwithstanding  the  determination  set  forth  above,  &4s4ne-decision  of  tho 
Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  proposed  oncroachmont  is  in  tho  bost  interest  of  tho  gonoral 
public,  is  dosirablo  and  convenient  with  the  owner's  use  and  enjoyment  of  its  property,  and  is 
appropriate  use  of  the  public  right  of  way;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  permit  and  associated  encroachment  agreement,  which  are 
incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A:  and  7-snall  not  become 
effective  until: 

(a)  The  Permittee  executes  and  acknowledges  the  permit  and  delivers  sa44-permit  to 
the  City's  Controller,  and 

(b)  Permittee  delivers  to  the  City  Controller  a  policy  of  insuranoo  provided  for  in  said 

requirement  of  said  agreement.  Tho  Controller  may,  in  his  discretion,  accept,  in  liou  of  said 
insurance  policy,  the  certificate  of  an  insurance  company  certifying  to  tho  existence  of  such  a 
policy;  and, 

(c)  Tho  City  Controller  records  the  permit  and  associated  agreement  in  the  office  of  tho 
County  Recorder;  and 

 WHEREAS,  The  Permittee,  at  the  Permittee's  solo  expense  and  as  is  necessary  as  a 

result  of  this  permit,  shall  make  the  following  arrangements: 

(a)  To  provide  for  the  support  and  protection  of  facilities  belonging  to  tho  Department  of 
Public  Works,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Firo  Department  and 
other  City  Departments,  and  public  utility  companies;  and 
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(b)  To  remove  or  relocate  such  facilities  and  provide  access  to  such  facilities  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  reconstructing,  maintaining,  operating,  or  repairing  such  facilities; 

 WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  procure  the  necessary  permits  from  tho  Central  Permit 

Bureau,  Department  of  Building  Inspection  and/or  Bureau  of  Street  Use  and  Mapping, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  pay  the  necessary  permit  fees  and  inspection  fees  before 
starting  work;  and 

 WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  implement  an  annual  assessment  fee  as 

required  under  Article  15,  Section  786.7  of  the  Public  Works  Code  for  the  use  of  said  right  of 
ways,  as  adjusted  per  Article  2.1  of  said  code;  and 

 WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  assume  all  costs  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  tho 

encroachments  and  no  cost  or  obligation  of  any  kind  shall  accrue  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  by  reason  of  this  permission  granted; 

WHEREAS.  Based  on  the  testimony  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Land  Use 
and  Economic  Development  Committee  on  December  3.  2012  and  documents  on  record  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120704  and  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  this  Board  determines  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Citv  to  disapprove  the 
requested  encroachment  permit  and  uphold  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  disapprove  this  permit.  Said  testimony  and  documents  are  incorporated  herein  bv 
reference:  now,  therefore  be  it

Resolution  approving  re-designation  of  47  selling  spaces  at  Hallidie  Plaza,  east  of  5 
Street,  for  street  artists  certified  by  the  Arts  Commission,  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  exempting  said  spaces  for  one  year  from  the  regulations  of  Police  Code 
Section  2405(c)(3),  (4),  and  (11),  relating  to  size  of  space  and  distance  between  street 
artists. 


WHEREAS,  The  Street  Artists  Ordinance  adopted  by  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  as 
Proposition  "L"  at  the  election  held  on  November  4,  1975,  authorizes  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  by  resolution,  to  designate  sales  areas  where  any  street  artist  or  craftsperson 
previously  certified  may  sell  art  or  craft  items;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolution  No.  572-77  previously  designated 
fifty-one  (51)  spaces  at  Hallidie  Plaza,  east  of  5th  Street,  as  a  street  artist  sales  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District,  in  an  effort  to  upgrade 
Hallidie  Plaza  to  be  a  more  inviting  place  for  people  to  gather,  has  designed  a  uniform  street 
artist  booth  to  improve  the  businesses  of  street  artists;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District  has  proposed  a 
voluntary  one-year  pilot  program  of  providing  the  uniform  booths  to  street  artists  for  their 
usage  in  street  artist  spaces  at  Hallidie  Plaza;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Arts  Commission,  on  October  1,  2012,  unanimously  voted  to  approve 
the  concept  of  a  voluntary  pilot  program  at  Hallidie  Plaza  submitted  by  the  Union  Square 
Business  Improvement  District  for  street  artists  to  display  their  wares  in  uniform  booths 
furnished  by  the  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  size  of  each  uniform  booth  would  be  three  (3)  feet  wide  by  five  (5)  feet 
long  by  seven  (7)  feet  tall,  thereby  exceeding  the  length  of  a  street  artist  space  by  one  (1)  foot 
and  its  height  by  two  (2)  feet;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  size  of  each  uniform  booth  would  extend  by  one  (1)  foot  into  the  area 
of  five  (5)  feet  which  is  required  for  the  distance  between  street  artists;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  street  artist  spaces  at  Hallidie  Plaza,  in  order  to  accommodate  the 
uniform  booths,  would  require  their  exemption  from  the  regulations  of  Police  Code  Section 
2405(c)(3),  (4)  and  (11)  relating  to  size  of  space  and  distance  between  street  artists;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Arts  Commission,  on  October  1,  2012,  unanimously  voted  to  request 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  a  temporary  one  (1)  year  exemption  of  Hallidie  Plaza  street 
artist  spaces  from  the  regulations  of  Police  Code  Section  2405(c)(3),  (4)  and  (11);  and 

WHEREAS,  Ordinance  No  388-83  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  a  resolution 
designating  or  re-designating  spaces  in  a  street  artist  sales  area  to  exempt  the  area  from  one 
or  more  of  the  regulations  set  forth  in  subsection  (c)  of  Police  Code  Section  2405  if  the  Board 
finds  that  the  exemption  will  not  be  inconsistent  with  or  interfere  with  the  purposes  of  the 
regulation  from  which  the  area  is  exempted;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  exemption  of  the  street  artist  spaces 
at  Hallidie  Plaza  from  the  regulations  of  Police  Code  Section  1405(c)(3),  (4)  and  (11),  relating 
to  size  of  space  and  distance  between  street  artists,  will  not  be  inconsistent  with  or  interfere 
with  the  purposes  of  the  regulations;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  remaining  forty-seven  (47)  selling  spaces  of  the  original  fifty-one 
(51)  spaces  at  Hallidie  Plaza  are  hereby  re-designated  for  street  artists  certified  by  the  Arts 
Commission;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  forty-seven  (47)  spaces  at  Hallidie  Plaza  hereby  re- 
designated for  street  artists  are  exempt  for  a  period  of  one  (1)  year  from  the  provisions  of 
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Police  Code  Section  2405(c)(3),  (4)  and  (11)  which  prohibits  street  artists  from  selling  in  an 
area  more  than  five  (5)  feet  above  any  sidewalk,  in  an  area  more  than  four  (4)  feet  long,  and 
within  five  (5)  feet  of  each  other.

[Urging  the  Development  of  a  Workplace  Employee  Policy  on  Domestic  Violence] 


Resolution  urging  the  Department  on  the  Status  of  Women  to  develop  and  share 
materials  on  domestic  violence  to  be  shared  with  City  employees  and  City  contractors 
and  grantees. 


WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  a  clear  policy  prohibiting 
workplace  violence,  as  written  in  the  Employee  Handbook,  this  City  policy  needs  further 
clarification  regarding  domestic  violence;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  data  obtained  from  the  Corporate  Alliance  to  End  Partner 
Violence  website,  it  is  estimated  that  25%  of  workplace  problems  such  as  absenteeism,  lower 
productivity,  turnover  and  excessive  use  of  medical  benefits  are  due  to  family  violence,  and  an 
estimated  24-30%  of  abused  working  women  lose  their  jobs  due  to  their  domestic  violence 
situation;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  "Telephone  Benchmarking  Survey"  by  the  Corporate 
Alliance  to  End  Partner  Violence  (2005),  about  64%  of  victims  of  domestic  violence  indicated 
that  their  ability  to  work  was  affected  by  the  violence  due  to  distraction,  fear  of  discovery, 
harassment  by  intimate  partner  at  work,  fear  of  intimate  partner's  unexpected  visits,  inability  to 
complete  assignments  on  time,  and/or  fear  of  job  loss;  and 

WHEREAS,  Employers  Against  Domestic  Violence  reported  in  "How  Employees  Who 
Batter  Impact  the  Workplace"  (2001)  about  68%  of  offenders  said  that  domestic  abuse  posters 
and  brochures  in  the  workplace  would  help  prevent  domestic  abuse  from  impacting  the 
business;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  "Violence  Prevention  Coalition  of  Greater  Los  Angeles, 
Fact  Sheet"  (2007),  of  all  establishments  reporting  an  incident  of  workplace  violence,  21% 
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reported  that  the  incident  affected  the  fear  level  of  their  employees  and  21%  indicated  that  the 
incident  affected  their  employees'  morale;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  2006  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  survey,  of  the  30%  of 
workplaces  in  the  U.S.  that  have  some  sort  of  formal  workplace  violence  policy,  only  44% 
have  a  policy  to  address  domestic  violence  in  the  workplace,  and  only  4%  of  all 
establishments  train  employees  on  domestic  violence  and  its  impact  on  the  workplace;  and 

WHEREAS,  Employers  Against  Domestic  Violence  reported  in  "How  Employees  Who 
Batter  Impact  the  Workplace"  (2001)  that  over  75%  of  offenders  used  workplace  resources  at 
least  once  to  express  anger,  check  up  on,  pressure,  or  threaten  the  victim,  and  74%  of 
offenders  had  easy  access  to  their  intimate  partner's  workplace,  with  21%  of  offenders 
reporting  that  they  contacted  the  victim  at  the  workplace  in  violation  of  a  no  contact  order;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  2009  Department  of  Justice  study,  about  one  in  eight 
employed  stalking  victims  lost  time  from  work  because  of  fear  for  their  safety  or  because  they 
needed  to  get  a  restraining  order  or  testify  in  court,  and  more  than  half  of  these  victims  lost 
five  or  more  days  from  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention,  the  total 
cost  of  domestic  violence  in  2003  was  over  $5.8  billion,  of  which  $4.1  billion  was  direct 
medical  and  mental  health  care  services,  and  the  annual  cost  of  lost  productivity  due  to 
domestic  violence  is  estimated  as  $728  million,  with  close  to  8  million  paid  workdays  lost  per 
year  nationally;  and 

WHEREAS,  Given  these  startling  statistics  about  the  negative  impacts  of  domestic 
violence  in  the  workplace,  we  strive  to  create  a  culture  of  responsiveness  by  making  it  safe  to 
talk  about  domestic  violence,  by  educating  all  employees  about  the  issue,  and  by  making 
resources  widely  available;  now  therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  requests  that  the 
Department  on  the  Status  of  Women,  in  consultation  with  the  Department  of  Human 
Resources,  develop  materials  about  what  employees  and  managers  should  know  about 
domestic  violence  in  the  workplace,  including  how  to  identify  the  signs  of  domestic  violence 
and  how  to  respond  appropriately,  to  be  shared  with  all  city  employees;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  requests  that 
the  Department  on  the  Status  of  Women  work  with  other  departments  to  distribute  such 
information  to  their  employees,  contractors  and  grantees,  and  other  partner  organizations, 
including  non-profits  and  businesses.

WHEREAS,  By  Airport  Commission  Resolution  No.  10-0082,  the  Airport  Commission 
approved  Lease  and  Use  Agreement  L1 0-0082  (the  "Lease"),  adopted  on  March  16,  2010, 
between  China  Airlines,  Limited  ("China  Airlines")  and  San  Francisco  International  Airport;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  208-10,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
approved  and  adopted  the  Lease  on  May  10,  2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Lease,  China  Airlines  occupies  approximately  3,409 
square  feet  of  Category  II  and  III  Exclusive  Use  Space  and  all  categories  of  Joint  Use  Space 
in  the  International  Terminal  in  order  to  operate  its  air  carrier  business;  and 

WHEREAS,  China  Airlines  desires  to  improve  their  operational  efficiencies  by  adding 
439  square  feet  of  Category  II  Exclusive  Use  administrative  office  space  at  the  Airport;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Airport  Commission  Resolution  No.  12-0244,  adopted  October  30,

Proclamation. 

WHEREAS,  2013  marks  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  Emancipation  Proclamation, 
issued  by  President  Abraham  Lincoln  on  January  1,1863;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Emancipation  Proclamation,  one  of  the  most  influential  documents  in 
American  history  declared  "that  all  persons  held  as  slaves"  within  Confederate  territory  "are, 
and  henceforward  shall  [forever]  be  free";  and 

WHEREAS,  After  three  years  of  a  violent  Civil  War,  the  Emancipation  Proclamation 
called  for  and  facilitated  the  freedom  of  over  four  million  enslaved  African  Americans  under 
the  Confederacy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Emancipation  Proclamation  required  the  Union  Army  and  Navy  to 
accept  over  1 86,000  African  American  men  into  their  ranks  giving  them  an  opportunity  to 
serve  their  country;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Emancipation  Proclamation  ordered  both  the  Union  Army  and  the 
Navy  to  emancipate  all  enslaved  African  Americans  when  taking  control  of  any  Confederate 
territory;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Emancipation  Proclamation  significantly  affected  the  attitudes  and 
opinions  that  all  Americans  held  about  slavery  and  was  instrumental  in  bringing  an  end  to 
nearly  two  and  a  half  centuries  of  American  slavery;  and

[Prepayment  and  Collection  Agreement  -  Bay  Area  Water  Supply  and  Conservation  Agency] 

Resolution  approving  the  Prepayment  and  Collection  Agreement  between  the  Bay  Area 
Water  Supply  and  Conservation  Agency  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and 
authorizing  the  taking  of  appropriate  actions  in  connection  therewith,  and  related 
matters,  for  a  term  ending  July  1,  2036. 


WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (the  "Commission")  is  a 
department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  responsible  for  the  construction, 
management,  supervision,  maintenance,  extension,  operation,  use  and  control  of  all  water 
and  energy  supplies  and  utilities  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  and  its  suburban  wholesale  water  customers  in 
Alameda,  Santa  Clara  and  San  Mateo  counties  (the  "Wholesale  Customers")  have  entered 
into  a  25-year  Water  Supply  Agreement  (the  "Water  Supply  Agreement"),  dated  July  1 ,  2009, 
under  which  the  Wholesale  Customers  agreed  to  make  periodic  payments  to  the  Commission 
over  the  term  of  the  Water  Supply  Agreement  at  an  interest  rate  of  5.1 3%  for  the  Wholesale 
Customers'  share  of  Existing  Regional  Asset  costs  (as  defined  under  the  Water  Supply 
Agreement);  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  5.03. F  of  the  Water  Supply  Agreement  allows  the  Wholesale 
Customers  to  prepay  all  or  a  portion  of  Existing  Regional  Asset  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Wholesale  Customers  are  members  of  the  Bay  Area  Water  Supply  and 
Conservation  Agency  ("BAWSCA"),  a  special  purpose  district  under  California  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Assembly  Bill  2167  (which  becomes  effective  January  1,  2013,  "AB 
2167")  BAWSCA  may  issue  tax-exempt  and  taxable  revenue  bonds  (the  "Bonds"),  the 
proceeds  of  which  would  be  used  by  the  Wholesale  Customers  to^fl^  j^flt  ^portion  of 
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their  Existing  Regional  Asset  costs  as  an  authorized  prepayment  under  the  Water  Supply 
Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  2167  authorizes  the  Commission  to  act  as  a  collection  agent  on 
BAWSCA's  behalf  to  recover  payments  on  the  Bonds  through  the  imposition  of  surcharges  on 
Wholesale  Customer  water  bills,  and  the  parties  have  determined  to  implement  this  provision 
of  AB  2167  through  a  form  of  Prepayment  and  Collection  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  BAWSCA  desires  to  cause  the  issuance  of  its  Bonds  to  prepay  all  or  a 
portion  of  its  Existing  Regional  Asset  costs  and  the  Commission  desires  to  cooperate  with 
BAWSCA  to  ensure  that  a  portion  of  such  obligations  can  be  issued  on  a  tax-exempt  basis; 
and

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  comply  with  federal  tax  law,  the  Prepayment  Agreement 
requires  that  the  Commission  use  the  tax-exempt  proceeds  of  the  Prepayment  to  pay  for 
Water  Enterprise  capital-related  expenditures  and  for  the  refunding/defeasing  of  certain 

outstanding  bonds  of  the  Water  Enterprise,  as  memorialized  in  a  tax  certificate  and 
spending  plan,  each  of  which  were  presented  to  the  Commission  and  to  this  Board  of 
Supervisors;  and

Resolution  fixing  prevailing  wage  rates  for  workers  performing  work  under  City 
contracts  for  public  work  and  improvement;  workers  performing  work  under  City 
contracts  for  janitorial  services;  workers  performing  work  in  public  off-street  parking 
lots,  garages,  or  storage  facilities  for  automobiles  on  property  owned  or  leased  by  the 
City;  workers  engaged  in  theatrical  or  technical  services  for  shows  on  property  owned 
by  the  City;  workers  engaged  in  the  hauling  of  solid  waste  generated  by  the  City  in  the 
course  of  City  operations,  pursuant  to  a  contract  with  the  City;  and  workers  performing 
moving  services  under  City  contracts  at  facilities  owned  or  leased  by  the  City. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  requires  that  prevailing 
wage  rates  be  paid  on  work  performed  under  City  contracts,  as  follows: 

(1)  Public  Works  Contracts.  Charter  Section  A7. 204(b)  requires  that  City  contracts  for 
public  work  or  improvement  provide  that  persons  directly  or  indirectly  performing  work  under

Resolution  supporting  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein's  Assault  Weapons  Regulatory  Act  of 
2013. 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  Congress  enacted  an  assault  weapons  ban  that  prohibited  the 
sale  of  certain  semi-automatic  weapons  in  order  to  reduce  levels  of  violence  in  the  United 
States;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2004,  the  assault  weapons  ban  expired  by  operation  of  law  and,  to  this 
date,  has  not  been  renewed  by  Congress;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  2004  expiration  of  the  ban,  assault  weapons  have  been  used  in 
at  least  459  incidents,  resulting  in  385  deaths  and  455  injuries;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  recent  years  random,  mass  gun  violence  has  made  the  names  of 
communities  such  as  Tucson,  Arizona,  Aurora,  Colorado,  Virginia  Tech,  and  Newton, 
Connecticut  synonymous  with  senseless  loss  of  life  and  serve  injuries;  and 

WHEREAS,  Weapons  of  war  do  not  belong  on  our  streets,  in  our  theaters,  shopping 
malls  and,  most  of  all,  our  schools;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  22,  2013,  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein  plans  to  introduce  an 
update  of  the  Federal  Assault  Weapons  Ban,  titled,  the  Assault  Weapons  Regulatory  Act  of 
2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Assault  Weapons  Regulatory  Act  of  201 3  will  ban  the  sale,  transfer, 
importation,  or  manufacturing  of:  approximately  150  specifically  named-firearms,  certain  other 
semiautomatic  rifles,  handguns,  and  shotguns  that  can  accept  a  detachable  magazine  and 
have  on  military  characteristic,  semiautomatic  rifled  and  handguns  with  a  fixed  magazine  that 
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can  accept  more  than  ten  rounds,  and  semiautomatic  rifles  that  are  shorter  30  inches  in 
length;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Assault  Weapons  Regulatory  Act  of  2013  strengthens  Congress'  1994 
Assault  Weapons  Ban  and  state  bans  by:  moving  from  a  2-characteristic  test  to  a  1- 
characteristic  test,  eliminating  the  easy-to-remove  bayonet  mounts  and  flash  suppressors 
from  the  characteristics  test,  banning  firearms  with  "thumbhole  stocks"  and  "bullet  buttons"  to 
address  attempts  to  "work  around"  prior  bans;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Assault  Weapons  Regulatory  Act  of  2013  bans  large  capacity 
ammunition  feeding  devices  capable  of  accepting  more  than  10  rounds,  and; 

WHEREAS,  The  Assault  Weapons  Regulatory  Act  of  2013  protects  legitimate  hunters 
and  the  rights  of  existing  gun  owners  by:  grandfathering  weapons  legally  possessed  on  the 
date  of  the  legislation's  enactment,  exempting  over  900  specifically-names  weapons  used  for 
hunting  or  sporting  purposes,  and  exempting  antique,  manually-operated,  and  permanently 
disabled  weapons;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Assault  Weapons  Regulatory  Act  of  2013  requires  that  grandfathered 
weapons  be  registered  under  the  National  Firearms  Act,  to  include:  a  background  check  of  the 
gun  owner  and  any  transferee,  the  type  and  serial  number  of  the  firearm,  positive 
identification,  including  photograph  and  fingerprint,  certification  from  local  law  enforcement  of 
identity  and  that  possession  would  not  violate  State  or  local  law,  and  dedicated  funding  for 
ATF  to  implement  registration;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Assault  Weapons  Regulatory  Act  of  2013  finally,  bans  the  transfer  of 
grandfathered  large-capacity  ammunition  feeding  devices;  establishes  a  voluntary  buy-back 
program  for  grandfathered  assault  weapons  and  large-capacity  ammunition  feeding  devices; 
imposes  a  safe  storage  requirement  for  grandfathered  firearms,  and  requires  that  assault 
weapons  and  large-capacity  ammunition  feeding  devices  manufactured  after  the  date  of  the 
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bill's  enactment  be  engraved  with  the  serial  number  and  date  of  manufacture  of  the  weapon; 
now,  therefore,  be  it

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PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Resolution  finding  that  a  project  proposed  by  the  City  to  expand  and  renovate  the 
North  and  South  exhibit  halls  of  the  Moscone  Convention  Center,  including 
reconfiguring  the  North  and  South  exhibit  halls  to  create  additional  contiguous  exhibit 
space,  a  new  ballroom,  new  loading  and  building  service  space,  and  improvements  to 
the  landscaping,  urban  design,  and  public  realm,  within  and  adjacent  to  the  North  and 
South  exhibit  halls,  is  fiscally  feasible  and  responsible  under  Administrative  Code, 
Chapter  29. 


WHEREAS,  The  Successor  to  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  (the 
"Agency")  owns  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  leases  from  the  Agency 
approximately  5  acres  located  at  720  Howard  Street,  which  is  currently  improved  with  the 
North  exhibit  hall  of  the  Moscone  Convention  Center  ("Moscone  North"),  and  approximately 
10  acres  located  at  747  Howard  Street,  which  is  the  South  exhibit  hall  ("Moscone  South")  of 
the  Moscone  Convention  Center;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  with  the  authorization  of  the  Agency,  and  acting  through  its 
Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  and  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development 
("OEWD"),  and  the  San  Francisco  Tourism  Improvement  District  Management  Corporation 
("SFTIDMC"),  in  its  capacity  as  owners  association  on  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  Tourist 
Improvement  District  ("TID"),  proposes  to  build,  finance  and  operate  a  development  project 
consisting  of  the  renovation  and  expansion  of  Moscone  North  and  Moscone  South  (the 
"Project"). 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  would  reconfigure  Moscone  North  and  Moscone  South  to 
create  up  to  550,000  square  feet  of  contiguous  exhibit  space,  which  would  be  accomplished 
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by  connecting  existing  space  within  the  center,  and  constructing  a  new  35,000  to  75,000 
gross  square  foot  ballroom,  up  to  200,000  square  feet  of  new  convention  and  meeting  space, 
and  up  to  100,000  square  feet  of  loading  and  building  service  space,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Moscone  Center  contributes  significantly  to  the  City's  economy, 
generating  $1.8  billion  in  spending  in  the  City  in  201 1  from  persons  attending  meetings, 
conventions  and  trade  shows,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Moscone  Center  is  the  smallest  among  13  convention  centers  with 
which  it  is  most  competitive,  and  convention  centers  in  at  least  two  cities,  Los  Angeles  and 
San  Diego,  have  completed  expansion  or  are  in  the  process  of  expanding,  while  at  least  one, 
Las  Vegas,  is  putting  substantial  capital  into  renovating  the  public  spaces  in  and  around  its 
convention  center;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Moscone  Center  has  reported  record  attendance  in  recent  years, 
compounding  the  need  for  additional  space,  as  San  Francisco  ranks  particularly  favorably 
among  international  convention  attendees  due  to  the  large  amount  of  direct  air  service  to  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  particularly  from  countries  in  Asia;  and 

WHEREAS,  Meeting  planners  have  reported  that  the  current  lack  of  contiguous  space 
is  a  serious  detriment  to  their  ability  to  book  Moscone  Center  and  San  Francisco,  which  has 
resulted  in  a  loss  of  approximately  $2  trillion  in  direct  spending  as  a  result  of  lack  of  available 
space  for  conventions  with  dates  between  2010  and  2019,  as  these  events  instead  booked 
convention  centers  in  Chicago,  Las  Vegas,  San  Diego  and  other  cities,  taking  with  them 
delegate  spending,  tax  revenue  and  other  economic  impact;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Moscone  Expansion  Project  will  be  financed  via  a  partnership 
between  the  tourist  hotel  community  and  the  City,  with  the  tourist  hotels  located  within  the 
proposed  Moscone  Expansion  District  (the  "District")  paying  their  share  of  expansion-related 
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costs  out  of  special  tax  assessments,  and  the  City  paying  its  share  of  expansion-related  costs 
out  of  general  fund  revenues  or  other  funds  and  sources;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  District  and  City  would  each  pledge  revenues  to  pay  principal,  interest 
and  related  financing  costs  on  payments  of  any  bond,  financing  lease  (including  certificates  of 
participation),  or  other  similar  obligations  of  the  City  that  will  be  issued  to  facilitate  the 
expansion,  and  based  on  this  shared-cost  scenario;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  is  expected  to  derive  significant  economic  benefits  in  return  for  its 
financial  commitment,  as  the  Moscone  Center  Expansion  Project  would  generate  construction 
jobs,  and  additional  economic  activity  in  the  form  of  increased  spending  for  local  businesses 
and  increased  tax  revenue  for  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  Administrative  Code  Section  29.2  requires  that,  before  submitting  an 
environmental  evaluation  application  (an  "Environmental  Application")  to  the  Planning 
Department  under  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  and  the  California  Environmental  Quality 
Act,  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  and  Guidelines  for  Implementation  of  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  Title  14,  Division  6,  Chapter  3  of  the  California  Code  of 
Regulations  (collectively,  "CEQA")  related  to  the  proposed  Project,  the  sponsoring  City 
department  must  procure  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  determination  that  the  plan  to 
undertake  and  implement  the  proposed  Project  is  fiscally  feasible  and  responsible;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  the  cost  to  construct  the  Project  will  exceed  $25  million,  the 
proposed  Project  is  subject  to  the  process  set  forth  in  Administrative  Code  Chapter  29  for  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  determine  whether  the  Project  is  fiscally  feasible  and  responsible;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  on  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  has 
prepared  a  fiscal  feasibility  analysis  for  the  proposed  Project,  which  meets  the  requirements  of 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  29.1  (the  "Fiscal  Feasibility  Report"),  which  report  is  on  file  with 
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the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  121201 ,  and  is  hereby  incorporated  by  this 
reference  as  part  of  the  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Fiscal  Feasibility  Report  shows  that  the  Project  would  generate

[Resolution  to  Establish  -  Moscone  Expansion  Business  Improvement  District] 

Resolution  of  formation  to  establish  a  business-based  business  improvement  district 
to  be  known  as  the  "Moscone  Expansion  District;"  levying  assessments  against 
defined  hotel  businesses  located  in  that  district  for  32  years;  providing  for  the 
determination,  imposition,  collection,  and  enforcement  of  the  assessments;  and 
making  environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994 
(California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §§36600  etseq.,  the  "1994  Act"),  as  augmented  and 
modified  by  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (collectively 
with  the  1994  Act,  the  "Business  Assessment  Law)  the  Board  of  Supervisors  ("Board  of 
Supervisors"  or  "Board)  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City")  adopted  Resolution 
No.  416-12  on  November  20,  2012,  which  Resolution  was  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  November 
26,  2012,  declaring  the  City's  intention  to  establish  a  business-based  business  improvement 
district  to  be  known  as  the  "Moscone  Expansion  District"  ("District"  or  "MED")  and  to  levy  a 
multi-year  assessment  on  defined  tourist  hotel  businesses  in  the  District  ("the  Assessments"), 
ordering  a  ballot  election,  and  setting  a  time  and  place  for  a  public  meeting  and  a  public 
hearing  ("Resolution  of  Intention,"  see  BOS  File  No.  120989);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Resolution  of  Intention,  among  other  things,  approved  the  Moscone 
Expansion  District  Management  District  Plan  (including  all  Appendices)  dated  September  25, 
2012  as  updated  November  14,  2012  (collectively,  the  "Management  District  Plan"  or  "Plan"), 
the  form  of  Notice  of  Public  Meeting  and  Public  Hearing,  and  the  form  of  Assessment  Ballots, 
all  of  which  are  on  file  with  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120989,  and  which 
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are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Moscone  Expansion  District  Management  District  Plan  (including  all 
Appendices)  dated  September  25,  2012  as  updated  November  14,  2012  was  again  updated 
January  29,  2013  (collectively,  the  "Management  District  Plan"  or  "Plan"),  which  January  29, 
2013  update  is  on  file  with  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130043,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Evidence  supporting  the  Assessments  within  the  proposed  District  was 
submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  Appendices  to  the  Management  District 
Plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  finance  all  or  a  portion  of  certain  additions  and  improvements  to 
the  George  R.  Moscone  Convention  Center  ("Moscone  Center")  within  the  District  ("Moscone 
Expansion  Project"  or  "Project"),  the  City  will  issue  or  execute  bonds,  financing  leases 
(including  certificates  of  participation  therein)  or  similar  obligations  (collectively,  "City 
Obligations"),  and  a  designated  portion  of  the  Assessments  will  be  pledged  and  applied  to

WHEREAS,  At  the  public  meeting,  the  testimony  of  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  District  and  levy  of  Assessments  was  heard  and  considered, 
including  the  extent  of  the  District,  the  furnishing  of  specified  types  of  improvements,  services 
and  activities  within  the  District,  and  the  management  and  oversight  of  the  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  such  notice,  a  public  hearing  concerning  the  proposed 
formation  of  the  District  and  the  proposed  levy  of  Assessments  within  such  District  was  held 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  February  5,  2013,  at  3:00  p.m.,  in  the  Board's  Legislative 
Chambers,  located  on  the  Second  Floor  of  City  Hall,  One  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San 
Francisco,  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  public  hearing,  the  testimony  of  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  District  and  levy  of  Assessments  was  heard  and  considered, 
including  the  extent  of  the  District,  the  furnishing  of  specified  types  of  improvements,  services 
and  activities  within  the  District,  and  the  management  and  oversight  of  the  District,  and  a  full, 
fair  and  complete  hearing  was  held;  and, 

WHEREAS,  If  (1)  hotel  businesses  representing  a  majority  of  the  total  estimated 
Assessments  proposed  to  be  levied  do  not  vote  against  formation  of  the  District  and  levy  of 
Assessments  (and  therefore  there  is  no  majority  protest  pursuant  to  §36623(b)  of  the  1994 
Act);  and,  (2)  hotel  businesses  representing  at  least  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  total  estimated 
Assessments  proposed  to  be  levied  on  all  hotel  businesses  in  the  District  cast  ballots;  and, 
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(3)  at  least  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  ballots  that  were  cast  (with  each  ballot  weighted  based  on 
such  hotel  business's  estimated  Assessment  proposed  to  be  levied,  as  provided  in  the 
Management  District  Plan)  are  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  the  District  and  levy  of 
Assessments,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  vote  on  whether  to  establish  the  District  and  levy 
the  Assessments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  received  and  considered  all  objections  or 
protests  to  the  proposed  Assessments  that  were  not  withdrawn;  and, 

WHEREAS,  When  the  public  hearing  was  closed,  the  City's  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Elections  in  conjunction  with  the  City's  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  tabulated  the 
assessment  ballots  submitted  and  not  withdrawn,  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  formation  of  the  District  and  proposed  Assessments,  and  provided  the  results  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  through  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  as  follows:  (1)  hotel  businesses 
representing  a  majority  of  the  total  estimated  assessments  proposed  to  be  levied  did  not  vote 
against  formation  of  the  District  and  levy  of  Assessments  (and  therefore  there  is  no  majority 
protest  pursuant  to  §36623(b)  of  the  1994  Act);  and,  (2)  hotel  businesses  representing  at  least 
fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  total  estimated  Assessments  proposed  to  be  levied  on  all  hotel 
businesses  in  the  District  cast  ballots;  and  (3)  at  least  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  ballots  that  were 
cast  (weighted  as  set  forth  above)  voted  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  the  District  and  levy  of 
Assessments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Resolution,  all  conditions,  things  and  acts 
required  by  law  to  exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  as  a  condition  of  the 
formation  of  the  District  and  the  levy  of  the  Assessments  will  exist,  have  happened  and  have 
been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City 
shall  be  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter,  the  Business  Assessment  Law  and  other 
applicable  law  to  determine,  collect  and  enforce  the  Assessments;  now  therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1.     FINDING  REGARDING  RECITALS.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.     FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  and  determines  pursuant  to  §36623(b)  of  the  1994  Act,  that  a  majority  protest 
does  not  exist  with  respect  to  the  formation  of  the  District  and  levy  of  the  Assessments.  All 
objections  or  protests,  both  written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 

Section  3.     FINDING  OF  BENEFITS.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  and 
determines  that:  (A)  the  hotel  businesses  within  the  District  that  will  be  subject  to  the 
Assessments  are  specially  benefitted  by  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  to  be 
funded  by  the  Assessments  as  detailed  in  the  Management  District  Plan;  other  businesses 
within  the  District  are  not  specially  benefitted  in  such  manner;  and  (C)  the  Moscone 
Expansion  Project  is  an  "improvement"  within  the  meaning  of  §36610  of  the  1 994  Act. 

Section  4.     FINDING  OF  TWO-THIRDS  APPROVAL  BY  ELECTORATE.  The  Board 
of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  and  determines  that  (A)  hotel  businesses  representing  at  least 
fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  total  estimated  Assessments  proposed  to  be  levied  on  all  hotel 
businesses  in  the  District  cast  ballots,  and  (B)  at  least  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  ballots  that  were 
cast  (weighted  as  set  forth  above)  voted  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  the  District  and  levy  of 
Assessments.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further  finds  and  determines  that  such 
election,  including  the  weighted  voting  set  forth  herein,  satisfies  the  requirements  of  Articles 
XIIIA  and  XIIIC  of  the  California  Constitution  to  the  extent  applicable. 

Section  5.     ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  Business  Assessment 
Law,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  establishes  a  business  improvement  district  designated 
as  the  "Moscone  Expansion  District."  The  Assessments  will  be  levied  on  defined  businesses 
within  the  District,  rather  than  on  property  within  the  District. 
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Section  6.     MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT  PLAN.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
ratifies,  approves  and  confirms  its  prior  approval  of  the  Management  District  Plan. 
Section  7.     BOUNDARIES  AND  ZONES;  ASSESSED  BUSINESSES. 

A.  Exterior  Boundaries.  The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District,  and  the  zones  within 
the  District  ("Zones"),  are  as  set  forth  in  the  map  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan. 
The  District  includes  all  hotel  businesses  generating  revenue  from  tourist  rooms  that  operate 
in  the  District  during  the  term  of  the  District,  including  tourist  hotel  businesses  that  first  open 
for  business  after  the  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and  operate  during  that  term. 

B.  Zones.  The  District  is  divided  into  two  Zones  -  Zone  1  and  Zone  2. 

1.  Zone  1 .  Zone  1  includes  all  tourist  hotel  businesses  with  addresses  on  or  east  of 
Van  Ness  Avenue,  on  or  east  of  South  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  on  or  north  of  16th  Street  from 
South  Van  Ness  to  the  Bay,  including  all  tourist  hotel  businesses  east  of  Van  Ness  Avenue  as 
if  it  continued  north  to  the  Bay,  and  north  of  16th  Street  as  if  it  continued  east  to  the  Bay. 

2.  Zone  2  includes  all  tourist  hotel  businesses  with  addresses  west  of  Van  Ness 
Avenue  and  South  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  all  tourist  hotel  businesses  south  of  16th  Street. 

3.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  the  detailed  map  and  the  description  and  list  of  hotel 
businesses  in  the  Management  District  Plan  known  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  the  Plan,  as  to 
which  hotel  businesses  currently  are  in  which  zone. 

Failure  to  include  a  hotel  business  in  the  list  of  such  businesses  that  is  part  of  the 
Management  District  Plan  shall  not  exempt  the  business  from  Assessment  under  Section  9  or 
from  any  other  right  or  duty  under  this  Resolution  and  the  Management  District  Plan,  if  the 
hotel  business  is  located  within  the  District  and  generates  revenue  from  tourist  rooms.  If  after 
the  passage  of  this  Resolution  the  City  identifies  a  hotel  business  that  is  located  within  the 
District  and  generates  revenue  from  tourist  rooms,  but  is  not  included  in  the  list  of  hotel 
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businesses  that  is  part  of  the  Management  District  Plan,  the  City  Tax  Collector  shall  assign 
such  business  to  Zone  1  or  Zone  2,  based  on  the  location  of  the  hotel. 

Section  8.     TERM  OF  THE  DISTRICT.  The  term  of  the  District  will  be  thirty-two  (32) 
years  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date.  The  "Commencement  Date"  will  be  the  date 
as  of  which  the  Assessments  first  are  imposed  on  tourist  hotel  businesses,  which  will  be  the 
later  of  (1)  July  1 ,  2013,  or  (2)  the  first  day  of  the  first  calendar  quarter  after  a  final  judgment  is 
entered  by  a  court  validating  the  City  Obligations  and  the  related  establishment  of  the  District 
and  levy  of  the  Assessments. 

Section  9.     ASSESSMENTS  AND  ASSESSMENT  METHODOLOGY.  Assessments 
will  be  imposed  and  collected  in  each  fiscal  year  to  pay  for  the  improvements,  services  and 
activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District. 

A.  The  Assessments  will  be  paid  by  defined  tourist  hotel  businesses  within  the  District 
based  on  gross  revenue  from  tourist  rooms  in  those  hotels  (determined  in  accordance  with  the 
Management  District  Plan).  Zone  1  hotel  businesses  will  pay  a  higher  rate  of  assessment 
than  Zone  2  hotel  businesses  because  the  benefits  from  the  improvements,  services  and 
activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District  are  expected  to  be  greater  for  Zone  1  hotel 
businesses,  which  are  nearer  and  more  readily  accessible  to  Moscone  Center  and  its 
surrounding  area  via  the  City's  transportation  infrastructure. 

1 .  Zone  1  Assessment  Formula: 

•   With  respect  to  gross  revenue  from  tourist  rooms  generated  during  the  period 
beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date  and  continuing  through  December  31, 
2013,  the  Zone  1  assessment  rate  shall  be  0.50%  of  gross  revenue  from  tourist 
rooms. 
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•  With  respect  to  gross  revenue  from  tourist  rooms  generated  beginning 
January  1,  2014,  until  the  scheduled  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  District,  the 
Zone  1  assessment  rate  shall  be  1.25%  of  gross  revenue  from  tourist  rooms. 

2.  Zone  2  Assessment  Formula: 

•  With  respect  to  gross  revenue  from  tourist  rooms  generated  during  the  period 
beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date  and  continuing  through  the  scheduled 
expiration  of  the  term  of  the  District,  the  Zone  2  assessment  rate  shall  be 
0.3125%  of  gross  revenue  from  tourist  rooms. 

B.  The  maximum  Assessments  proposed  to  be  collected  for  the  first  fiscal  year  of  the 
District  ending  June  30,  2014,  is  $19,332,000.  The  total  amount  of  the  Assessments  imposed 
and  collected  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  may  increase  or  decrease  according  to  increases  or 
decreases  in  the  total  actual  gross  revenue  from  tourist  rooms  for  all  hotel  businesses  within 
the  District  in  such  year.  As  set  forth  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  the  total  maximum 
Assessments  for  each  year  of  the  District  for  years  two  (2)  through  thirty-two  (32)  reflects  a 
potential  increase  of  up  to  10%  over  the  previous  year.  The  proposed  assessment  (that  is, 
the  total  maximum  amount  of  the  Assessments  that  could  be  collected  during  the  scheduled 
term  of  the  District)  is  $5,766,814,000. 

C.  The  method  and  basis  of  determining,  imposing,  collecting  and  enforcing  collection 
of  the  Assessments  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  the  Management  District  Plan. 

1.  The  hotel  businesses  assessed  by  the  City  within  the  MED  will  be  billed  quarterly 
and/or  will  complete  and  submit  a  quarterly  assessment  payment  form  provided  by  the  City. 
The  Assessment  payments  will  be  submitted  by  hotel  businesses  on  a  quarterly  basis  to  the 
City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  or  his  or  her  designee,  or  as  otherwise  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  based  on  the  gross  revenue  collected  for  tourist  rooms  each  quarter. 
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2.  All  delinquent  payments  of  Assessments  shall  be  subject  to  interest  and  penalties. 
The  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  will  enforce  imposition  of  interest  and  penalties  and 
collection  of  delinquent  Assessments  pursuant  to  the  Business  Assessment  Law  and  Article  6 
of  the  City  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 

3.  The  Assessments  collected  will  be  distributed  no  less  than  four  (4)  times  per  year  to 
the  owners'  association  (as  defined  in  the  1994  Act)  which  administers  and  implements  the 
improvements,  services  and  activities  within  the  District  pursuant  to  a  management  contract  to 
be  entered  into  between  the  City  and  the  owners'  association. 

Section  10.    ISSUANCE  OF  CITY  OBLIGATIONS.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
determines  and  declares  that  the  City  will  issue  or  execute  City  Obligations  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  not  to  exceed  $507,880,000  to  finance  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the 
Moscone  Expansion  Project.  The  Board  intends  that  debt  service  on  the  City  Obligations, 
although  a  payment  obligation  of  the  City,  will  be  paid  or  reimbursed  in  specified  amounts 
from  the  Assessments.  To  that  end,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further  determines  and 
declares  that  the  City  will  issue  and  purchase  obligations  payable  from  the  Assessments  in 
such  form  and  substance  as  the  City  shall  determine. 

Subject  to  the  budgetary  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  City's  Charter,  the  City  will 
contribute  the  following  amounts  towards  payment  of  the  City  Obligations  in  accordance  with 
the  Management  District  Plan: 

A.  $8.2  million  in  fiscal  year  2019  with  an  increase  of  3%  per  year  through  fiscal  year 
2028  up  to  a  maximum  of  $10.7  million,  with  a  continuing  contribution  of  $10.7  million  per 
fiscal  year  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the  District  (the  "City's  Base  Contribution"). 

B.  To  the  extent  that  the  sum  in  any  fiscal  year  of  (1)  Assessment  revenues  allocated 
to  Development  Activities  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  plus  (2)  the  City's  Base 
Contribution,  is  less  than  debt  service  payable  in  such  fiscal  year  on  the  City  Obligations  (a

"Shortfall"),  such  Shortfalls  will  be  paid  by  the  City  subject  to  reimbursement  from  future 
Assessments  as  provided  below. 

Section  11.  APPLICATION  OF  ASSESSMENT  REVENUES. 

A.  For  each  fiscal  year  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  City  Obligations,  the  City  shall 
collect  Assessment  revenues  from  hotel  businesses  within  the  District  and  apply  such 
amounts  pursuant  to  the  Management  District  Plan. 

B.  Upon  issuance  of  the  City  Obligations,  in  each  fiscal  year  the  City  shall:  (1)  collect 
Assessment  revenues  from  hotel  businesses  within  the  District;  (2)  withhold  and  apply  that 
portion  of  those  revenues  allocated  to  Development  Activities  pursuant  to  the  Management 
District  Plan  necessary  to  pay  the  District's  portion  of  debt  service  for  the  City  Obligations; 

(3)  utilize  any  Surplus  Revenues  (as  defined  below)  to  fund  the  Stabilization  Fund  and  Sinking 
Fund  and  repay  the  City's  contribution  toward  any  Shortfall,  and  fund  future  development 
expansion,  renovation,  and  capital  improvements;  (4)  and  transfer  to  the  SFTIDMC  the  portion 
of  revenue  per  the  allocation  outlined  in  the  Management  Plan. 

"Surplus  Revenues"  means  any  excess  Assessment  revenue  allocated  to  Development 
Activities  in  the  Management  District  Plan  that  are  not  needed  to  fund  the  District's  portion  of 
the  debt  service.  Surpluses  shall  be  applied  as  follows,  as  provided  in  the  Management 
District  Plan: 

1 .  To  fund  a  Stabilization  Fund  to  be  held  by  the  City  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$15,000,000.  The  Stabilization  Fund  may  be  drawn  upon  by  the  City  in  any  fiscal  year  to 
cover  a  Shortfall.  Such  Stabilization  Fund  shall  be  replenished  as  needed  throughout  the 
term  of  the  District. 

2.  To  fund  a  Sinking  Fund  to  be  held  by  the  City  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  aggregate 
of  annual  debt  service  on  the  City  Obligations,  less  the  City's  Base  Contribution,  for  all  fiscal 
years  after  the  scheduled  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  District. 
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3.  To  reimburse  the  City  for  Shortfalls  as  provided  in  Section  10. B.,  above. 

4.  To  the  owners'  association  which  administers  and  implements  the  improvements, 
services  and  activities  within  the  District  to  fund  future  development,  expansion,  renovation, 
and  capital  improvements  to  the  Moscone  Center. 

5.  Any  funds  remaining  in  the  Stabilization  Fund  or  Sinking  Fund  no  longer  needed  for 
debt  service,  i.e.,  upon  final  maturity  of  the  debt  instruments,  shall  be  allocated  as  set  forth  in 
the  Management  District  Plan. 

As  provided  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  the  City  shall  have  the  sole  discretion  to 
apply  Surpluses  among  Funds  No.  1  through  No.  3,  above,  in  the  order  it  deems  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  City. 

Section  12.   As  set  forth  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  the  City  will  own  the 
Moscone  Expansion  Project  and  all  other  additions  and  improvements  to  the  Moscone  Center 
financed  by  City  funds  and  Assessment  revenues. 

Section  13.    USE  OF  ASSESSMENT  REVENUES  FOR  IMPROVEMENTS, 
SERVICES  AND  ACTIVITIES. 

A.  The  following  proposed  improvements,  services  and  activities  within  the  District  are 
hereby  approved: 

1.  Planning,  design,  engineering,  entitlement,  construction,  project  management  and 
related  services  for  the  Moscone  Expansion  Project,  including  payment  of  debt  service  on  the 
City  Obligations. 

2.  Funding  of  a  Moscone  Convention  Center  Incentive  Fund  to  attract  significant 
meetings,  tradeshows  and  conventions  to  the  City  by  providing  an  offset  against  Moscone 
Center  rental  costs. 
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3.  Funding  of  a  Moscone  Convention  Center  Sales  &  Marketing  Fund  for  increased 
sales  and  marketing  of  convention  business,  with  a  focus  on  generating  increased  revenues 
for  hotel  businesses  that  pay  the  Assessments. 

4.  Funding  of  capital  improvements  and  renovations  to  the  Moscone  Center,  including 
a  capital  reserve  fund  to  cover  future  upgrades  and  capital  improvements. 

5.  Funding  the  formation,  operation  and  administration  of  the  District,  and  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  contingency  reserve. 

6.  Funding  for  development  and  implementation  of  future  phases  of  expansion, 
renovations  or  capital  improvements,  if  there  are  funds  available  in  excess  of  those  needed 
for  the  Moscone  Expansion  Project. 

B.  The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  to  be  provided  in  the  District  will 
be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the  Assessments.  Revenue  from  the  levy  of  Assessments  within  the 
District  shall  not  be  used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or 
for  any  purpose  other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Resolution  and  the  Resolution  of 
Intention,  including  the  Management  District  Plan. 

Section  14.    DISTRICT  MANAGEMENT  AND  OVERSIGHT. 

A.  San  Francisco  Tourism  Improvement  District  Management  Corporation 

1.  The  improvements,  services  and  activities  within  the  District  will  be  administered 
and  implemented  by  the  San  Francisco  Tourism  Improvement  District  Management 
Corporation  ("SFTIDMC"),  a  501  c(6)  non-profit  corporation,  pursuant  to  a  management 
agreement  with  the  City  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  ("Management 
Agreement").  The  Business  Assessment  Law  provides  that  such  business  owners' 
associations  may  administer  and  implement  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  within 
the  District. 
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2.  The  Management  Agreement  will  require  that  SFTIDMC  shall  hold  Assessment 
revenues  it  receives  from  the  City  in  trust  for  the  City,  to  be  applied  to  pay  costs  of  the 
improvements,  services  and  activities  within  the  District  authorized  by  the  Management 
District  Plan. 

3.  The  Management  Agreement  will  provide  as  follows:  (a)  SFTIDMC  shall  deliver,  at 
no  expense  to  the  City,  a  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income  and  cash  flows 
with  respect  to  the  MED  for  each  fiscal  year  ("financial  statements"),  all  in  reasonable  detail 
acceptable  to  City;  and  (b)  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant  ("CPA")  of  all  such  MED  funds;  (c)  the  financial  statements  and  CPA  audit  may  be 
funded  from  Assessment  revenues  as  part  of  the  administration  costs  with  respect  to  the 
MED;  and,  (d)  at  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  reserve  full  rights  of  accounting  of 
such  District  funds. 

4.  The  Management  Agreement  may  provide  such  further  management  and  financial 
reporting  requirements  with  respect  to  the  MED  as  the  SFTIDMC  and  the  City  shall  agree. 

B.  OEWD  and  DPW  Coordination  and  Oversight. 

1 .  The  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  ("OEWD")  shall  be  the  City 
agency  responsible  for  overseeing  the  Management  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the 
SFTIDMC  for  the  purposes  of  administering  and  implementing  the  MED.  OEWD  will  also  be 
the  City  Agency  responsible  for  coordinating  the  entitlement  and  environmental  review 
process  for  the  Moscone  Expansion  Project,  and  will  oversee  expenditures  related  to  the 
entitlement  and  environmental  review  process. 

2.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW')  has  direct  fiscal  oversight  and  primary 
responsibility  for  overseeing  the  expenditure  of  MED  funds  for  construction  and  support 
services.  In  addition,  DPW  will  provide  oversight  of  MED  funds  spent  on  development  and 
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renovation  activities  of  the  Moscone  Center.  All  Requests  for  Proposals  for  Project  design 
and  construction  that  are  issued  by  the  SFTIDMC  will  be  reviewed  by  DPW. 

3.  The  City  and  SFTIDMC  will  enter  into  a  separate  Memorandum  of  Understanding 
that  will  outline  specific  roles  and  responsibilities  for  City  and  SFTIDMC  regarding 
management  of  the  Moscone  Expansion  Project. 

Section  15.    AMENDMENTS.  The  tourist  hotel  businesses  in  the  District  established 
by  this  Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  subsequent  amendments  to  the  Business 
Assessment  Law  and  Article  6  of  the  City  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code. 

Section  16.    RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
§36627  of  the  1994  Act,  following  adoption  of  this  Resolution. 

Section  17.    LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENTS.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  §36627  of  the  1994  Act 
constitutes  the  levy  of  the  Assessments  in  each  of  the  thirty-two  (32)  years  identified  in  the 
Management  District  Plan. 

Section  18.    ENVIRONMENTAL  FINDINGS.  The  Planning  Department  has 
determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  to  establish  the  Moscone 
Expansion  District  and  levy  multi-year  Assessments  are  in  compliance  with  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  §§21 000  et  seq.).  Said 
determination  is  on  file  with  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130043,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein. 

Section  19.    CONFLICTS.  To  the  extent  of  any  conflict  between  the  Management 
District  Plan  or  the  Resolution  of  Intention  and  this  Resolution,  the  provisions  of  this 
Resolution  shall  control. 
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Section  20.    RATIFICATION  OF  PRIOR  ACTIONS.  All  actions  authorized  and 
approved  by  this  Resolution  but  heretofore  taken  are  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed 
by  the  Board. 

Section  21.    GENERAL  AUTHORITY.  The  appropriate  officers  of  the  City  and  their 
duly  authorized  deputies,  designees  and  agents  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  jointly 
and  severally,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  take  such  actions  and  to  execute  and 
deliver  such  certificates,  agreements,  requests  or  other  documents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  desirable  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  including  but  not  limited 
to  the  determination,  imposition,  collection  and  enforcement  of  the  Assessments. 

Section  22.  PARTIAL  INVALIDITY.  Any  provision  of  this  Resolution  found  to  be 
prohibited  by  law  shall  be  ineffective  only  to  the  extent  of  such  prohibition,  and  shall  not 
invalidate  the  remainder  of  this  Resolution.

Resolution  responding  to  the  passage  of  Measure  G  by  San  Francisco  voters  on 
November  6,  2012,  by  urging  members  of  San  Francisco's  Congressional  delegation  to 
pass  a  constitutional  amendment  to  limit  campaign  contributions  and  spending  and 
end  artificial  corporate  rights. 

WHEREAS,  The  people  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  November  2012  election,  voted  to 
pass  Proposition  G  by  a  margin  of  260,595  votes  to  61,181  votes  (80.99%  to  19.01%),  stating 
that  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  not  consider  corporations  to  be 
natural  persons;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  2.133  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  states  that,  "upon  approval  of 
a  declaration  of  policy  by  the  voters,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  within  90  days  of  such 
approval  take  such  actions  within  their  powers  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  such  declaration 
into  effect;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Constitution  and  the  Bill  of  Rights  are  intended  to 
protect  the  rights  of  individual  human  beings  ("natural  persons");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Corporations  are  not  mentioned  in  the  Constitution  and  The  People  have  never 
granted  constitutional  rights  to  corporations,  nor  have  We  decreed  that  corporations  have 
authority  that  exceeds  the  authority  of  "We  the  People;"  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Supreme  Court  recognized  in  Austin  v.  Michigan 
Chamber  of  Commerce  (1990)  the  threat  to  a  republican  form  of  government  posed  by  "the 
corrosive  and  distorting  effects  of  immense  aggregations  of  wealth  that  are  accumulated  with 
the  help  of  the  corporate  form  and  that  have  little  or  no  correlation  to  the  public's  support  for 
the  corporation's  political  ideas";  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Supreme  Court  decision  in  Citizens  United  v.  the 
Federal  Election  Commission  (2010)  reversed  the  decision  in  Austin,  and  presents  a  serious 
threat  to  self-government  by  rolling  back  legal  limits  on  corporate  spending  in  the  electoral 
process,  allowing  unlimited  corporate  spending  to  influence  elections,  candidate  selection, 
and  policy  decisions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  opinion  of  the  four  dissenting  justices  in  Citizens  United  noted  that 
corporations  have  special  advantages  not  enjoyed  by  natural  persons,  such  as  limited  liability, 
perpetual  life,  and  favorable  treatment  of  the  accumulation  and  distribution  of  assets,  that 
allow  them  to  spend  prodigious  sums  on  campaign  messages  that  have  little  or  no  correlation 
with  the  beliefs  held  by  natural  persons;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Corporations  are  legally  required  to  put  profits  for  shareholders  ahead  of 
concerns  for  the  greatest  good  of  society  while  individual  shareholders  as  natural  persons 
balance  their  narrow  self  interest  and  broader  public  interest  when  making  political  decisions; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Corporations  have  used  the  "rights"  bestowed  upon  them  by  the  courts  to 
overturn  democratically  enacted  laws  that  were  passed  at  municipal,  state  and  federal  levels 
to  curb  corporate  abuse,  thereby  impairing  local  governments'  ability  to  protect  their  citizens 
against  corporate  harms  to  the  environment,  to  health,  to  workers,  to  independent  businesses, 
and  to  local  and  regional  economies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Measure  G  states  that  it  is  also  the  position  of  the  People  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  that  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  ruling  in  Citizens  United  v.  the 
Federal  Election  Commission  (January  21,  2010)  presents  a  serious  threat  to  democracy  by 
rolling  back  remaining  legal  limits  on  corporate  spending  in  the  electoral  process;  allowing 
unlimited  corporate  spending  to  influence  elections,  candidate  selection,  and  policy  decisions; 
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and  potentially  unleashing  unprecedented  amounts  of  corporate  money  into  our  political 
process;  and 

WHEREAS,  Measure  G  also  declares  that  it  is  the  position  of  the  People  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  that  corporations  should  not  receive  the  same  constitutional 
rights  as  natural  persons,  because  the  expenditure  of  corporate  money  is  not  a  form  of 
constitutionally-protected  speech,  and  that  limits  on  political  spending  will  promote  the  goals 
of  the  First  Amendment,  by  ensuring  that  all  citizens  -  regardless  of  wealth  -  have  an 
opportunity  to  have  their  political  views  heard;  now,  therefore  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  the  San  Francisco  Congressional  delegation  to  pass  a  constitutional  amendment  to  limit 
campaign  contributions  and  spending  and  end  artificial  corporate  rights,  reversing  the  decision 
of  the  Citizens  United  case;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  other  communities  and 
jurisdictions  to  join  this  action  by  passing  similar  Resolutions;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
to  transmit  copies  of  this  resolution  to  all  members  of  San  Francisco's  Congressional 
delegation  and  California's  senatorial  delegation.

WHEREAS,  Improving  San  Francisco's  urban  trails  and  providing  high-energy 
recreational  options  are  top  priorities  of  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department;  and 

WHEREAS,  Coca-Cola  Refreshments  awarded  funds  to  the  San  Francisco  Parks 
Trust  -  now  the  San  Francisco  Parks  Alliance  -  to  support  its  work  enhancing  parks  and 
promoting  civic  engagement  and  philanthropy  to  enhance  and  protect  parks,  open  spaces  and

Resolution  urging  the  Retirement  Board  of  the  Employees'  Retirement  System  to  divest 
from  publicly  traded  firearm  and  ammunition  manufacturers. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  residents  continues  have  been  greatly  impacted  by  gun 
violence,  and  our  City  has  experienced  the  tragic  loss  of  215  individuals  killed  by  a  firearm 
and  880  reported  non-fatal  shootings  between  2008  and  2012;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  been  a  leader  in  gun  control  legislation  on  subjects 
such  as  requiring  safe  storage  of  firearms  and  prohibiting  the  sale  of  enhanced-lethality 
ammunitions;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2005,  San  Francisco  voters  passed  Proposition  H  to  ban  the 
manufacture,  distribution,  sale,  and  transfer  of  firearms  and  ammunition  within  San  Francisco, 
and  ban  City  residents  from  possessing  handguns  within  San  Francisco,  which  was 
implemented  by  Ordinance  No.  55-06;  and 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  H  was  overturned  by  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court  in  the 
case  of  "Fiscal  v.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  "  and 

WHEREAS,  In  recent  years,  random,  mass  gun  violence  has  made  the  names  of 
communities  such  as  Tucson,  Arizona,  Aurora,  Colorado,  Virginia  Tech,  and  Newtown, 
Connecticut  synonymous  with  senseless  loss  of  life  and  severe  injuries;  and 

WHEREAS,  Resolution  No.  130049  stated  that  "as  a  City,  San  Francisco  supports

Resolution  adopting  findings  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  related  to 
modifications  to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  Water  System 
Improvement  Program  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  Project,  located  in  Alameda  and 
Santa  Clara  Counties,  including  the  adoption  of  a  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting 
program  and  a  statement  of  overriding  considerations;  and  directing  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  notify  the  Controller  of  this  action. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  developed, 
approved  and  awarded  a  contract  to  construct  the  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  Project 
(CDRP),  which  is  a  water  infrastructure  project  located  in  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  Counties 
included  as  part  of  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  as  Project  No. 
CUW37401;and 

WHEREAS,  The  CDRP  was  undertaken  in  response  to  concerns  of  the  California 
Department  of  Water  Resources,  Division  of  Safety  of  Dams  (DSOD).  The  CDRP  entails 
replacing  the  existing  dam  with  a  new  dam  to  meet  current  seismic  safety  design 
requirements  and  accommodate  a  public  water  supply  reservoir  of  the  same  nominal  size  as 
the  original  plans  (96,850  AF).  When  the  proposed  replacement  dam  is  completed,  DSOD 
water  level  restrictions  would  be  lifted  and  the  original  reservoir  and  pool  would  be  restored. 
Completion  of  the  proposed  project  would  help  the  SFPUC  achieve  the  WSIP  Level  of  Service 
goals  and  objectives  adopted  by  the  SFPUC.  Replacing  Calaveras  Dam  and  re-establishing 
the  reservoir  pool  to  its  pre-DSOD  restricted  level  would  restore  the  facility's  role  within  the

Environmental  Impact  Report  (PEIR)  certified  by  the  Planning  Commission  on  October  30, 
2008  by  Motion  No.  17734,  and,  thereafter,  the  SFPUC  approved  the  WSIP  and  adopted 
findings  and  a  Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (PEIR  MMRP)  as  required  by 
CEQA  on  October  30,  2008  by  Resolution  No.  08-200;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  27,  2011,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  by 
Resolution  No.  11-0015,  a  copy  of  which  is  included  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  110187

[Opposing  the  Indefinite  Detention  Provisions  of  the  National  Defense  Authorization  Act] 

Resolution  opposing  the  indefinite  detention  provisions  of  the  National  Defense 
Authorization  Act,  instructing  public  agencies  to  decline  requests  by  Federal  agencies 
acting  under  detention  powers,  urging  law  enforcement  officials  to  allow  detainees  to 
due  process,  and  requesting  members  of  Congress  to  repeal  the  detention  provisions 
of  the  Act. 

WHEREAS,  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  California  Constitution  are 
the  basis  of  our  representative  democracy  and  reflect  protections  that  no  person  will  be 
deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property  without  due  process  of  the  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  founding  documents  reflect  the  essential  nature  of  presumed 
innocence,  the  right  to  a  speedy  public  trial  before  an  impartial  jury,  and  other  elements  of 
effective  due  process,  and  a  commitment  that  no  person  will  be  exposed  to  cruel  and  unusual 
punishment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  language  of  Sections  1021  and  1022  of  the  National  Defense 
Authorization  Act  (NDAA)  on  its  face  permits  indefinite  military  detention  without  public  trial  of 
any  person,  including  US  citizens  on  US  soil;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  NDAA  could  authorize  the  indefinite  military  detention  of  activists, 
journalists,  lawyers,  and  other  Americans  for  nothing  other  than  exercising  their  First 
Amendment  rights  of  free  speech,  assembly,  and  association,  thus  chilling  speech  and 
depriving  liberty;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  indefinite  military  detention  of  any  person  without  trial  violates  the 
Fifth  and  Sixth  Amendments  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  Article  III  of  the 
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WHEREAS,  The  NDAA  threatens  to  eliminate  the  promise  of  presumed  innocence  and 
the  right  to  a  fair  trial;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  NDAA's  detention  provisions  could  allow  the  recurrence  of  torture  in 
military  detention  in  violation  of  the  Eighth  Amendment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  detention  provisions  could  force  US  military  service  members  to  serve 
as  domestic  jailers,  in  violation  of  the  Posse  Comitatus  Act,  a  role  for  which  they  are  not 
trained  nor  is  ever  appropriate;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FBI  Director,  the  Defense  Secretary,  the  Director  of  National 
Intelligence,  the  Department  of  Defense,  and  many  of  our  nation's  generals,  admirals,  and 
servicemen  and  women  have  opposed  the  NDAA's  detentions  provisions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  committed  to  avoid  repeating  the 
tragedies  and  mistakes  of  history,  including  the  incarceration  of  Japanese  Americans  during 
the  World  War  II;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  families  of  Fred  Korematsu,  Minoru  Yasui,  and  Gordon  Hirabayashi, 
Japanese  Americans  incarcerated  in  World  War  II,  filed  an  amicus  brief  with  the  U.S.  Court  of 
Appeals  for  the  Second  Circuit  in  Hedges  v.  Obama,  a  lawsuit  that  challenges  the 
constitutionality  of  the  NDAA's  detentions  provisions,  citing  that,  under  the  pretense  of 
national  security,  the  NDAA  essentially  repeats  the  decisions  in  the  discredited  World  War  II 
legal  cases  of  Korematsu,  Yasui,  and  Hirabaryashi,  and  allows  the  government  to  imprison 
people  without  any  due  process  rights  for  an  indefinite  time;  now  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786,  SIA  Consulting  Corporation, 
authorized  agent  for  the  property  owner  of  54  Peralta  Avenue  (Block  5512,  Lot  029),  Aquilina 
Family  2001  Revocable  Trust,  requested  permission  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  public  right-of- 
way  to  remove  a  portion  of  a  City  owned  and  maintained  retaining  wall  to  construct  a  concrete 
driveway  ramp,  with  accessible  transition  slopes  to  conform  to  the  existing  sidewalk  grade  that 
will  provide  vehicular  access  to  a  proposed  new  residence  with  a  garage  at  the  subject 
property.  The  proposed  scope  of  work  also  includes  reducing  an  existing  35%  sidewalk 
transition  slope  at  the  northerly  property  line,  by  altering  the  existing  sidewalk  slope  from  its 
existing  16%  grade  to  a  proposed  grade  of  20%,  and  conforming  to  existing  sidewalk  grade. 
The  encroachment  and  related  construction  are  shown  on  plans  filed  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.  Copies  of  such  plans  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.121168;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Transportation  Advisory  Staff  Committee  (TASC),  at  its  meeting  of 
March  22,  2012,  recommended  the  proposed  encroachment  for  approval;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  by  letter  dated  December  12,  2011,  found  the 
proposal,  as  modified,  to  be  consistent  with  the  General  Plan.  This  letter  also  includes  a 
determination  relating  to  the  encroachment  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality 
Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et  seq  ).  A  copy  of  said  letter  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  121168,  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing  on  June  6,  2012,  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  recommended  approval  of  the  proposed  encroachment  as  set  forth  in  DPW 
Order  No.  180,761,  approved  November  2,  2012.  A  copy  of  said  DPW  Order  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  121 168,  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  permit  and  associated  Street  Encroachment  Agreement,  which  are 
incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  121168,  shall  not  become  effective  until: 

(a)  The  Permittee  executes  and  acknowledges  the  permit  and  delivers  said  permit  to

(b)  Permittee  delivers  to  the  City  Controller  a  policy  of  insurance  provided  for  in  said 
agreement  and  the  Controller  shall  have  had  approved  the  same  as  complying  with  the 
requirement  of  said  agreement.  The  Controller  may,  in  his  discretion,  accept,  in  lieu  of  said 
insurance  policy,  the  certificate  of  an  insurance  company  certifying  to  the  existence  of  such  a 
policy;  and 

(c)  The  Department  of  Public  Works  records  the  permit  and  associated  agreement  in 
the  office  of  the  County  Recorder;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee,  at  the  Permittee's  sole  expense  and  as  is  necessary  as  a 
result  of  this  permit,  shall  make  the  following  arrangements: 
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(a)  To  provide  for  the  support  and  protection  of  facilities  belonging  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and 
other  City  Departments,  and  public  utility  companies;

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  procure  the  necessary  permits  from  the  Central  Permit 
Bureau,  Department  of  Building  Inspection  and/or  Bureau  of  Street-Use  and  Mapping, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  pay  the  necessary  permit  fees  and  inspection  fees  before 
starting  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  permit  shall  be  conditioned  upon  payment  of  an  annual  public  right-of- 
way  occupancy  assessment  pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786  and  the  initial 
amount  of  said  fee  shall  be  $215;  and 

WHEREAS,  No  structure  shall  be  erected  or  constructed  within  said  street  right-of-way 
except  as  specifically  permitted  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  assume  all  costs  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the 
encroachments  and  no  cost  or  obligation  of  any  kind  shall  accrue  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  by  reason  of  this  permission  granted;  now,  therefore,  be  it

147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is  one  of  the 
applicable  elected  representatives  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Obligations  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code,  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  18,  2012,  this  Board,  in  Resolution  No.  334  12  344-12. 
approved  the  issuance  of  the  Obligations  for  the  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  has  been  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Board  for  consideration  at 
this  meeting  the  documentation  required  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note 
(hereinafter  defined),  and  delivery  of  the  Subordinate  Bonds  (hereinafter  defined)  and  such 
documentation  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board"); 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  It  appears  that  each  of  the  documents  which  is  now  before  this  Board  is 
substantially  in  appropriate  form  and  is  an  appropriate  instrument  to  be  executed  and 
delivered  for  the  purposes  intended;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  finds  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  require  that  the  City 
at  this  time  make  arrangements  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Obligations; 

Whereas,  the  Note  and  the  Subordinate  Bonds  are  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  the 
sole  source  of  repayment  for  which  shall  be  payments  made  by  the  Borrower  under:  (a)  with 
respect  to  the  Note,  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter  defined),  together  with 
investment  income  on  certain  funds  and  accounts  held  under  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement, 
and  (b)  with  respect  to  the  Subordinate  Bonds,  the  Subordinate  Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter 
defined). 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  engaged  Orrick,  Herrington  &  Sutcliffe  LLP  and  Curls  Bartling 
P.C.,  as  co-obligation  counsel  with  respect  to  the  Obligations  ("Co-Obligation  Counsel");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Citibank,  N.A.,  a  national  banking  association,  has  expressed  its  intention 
to  purchase,  or  cause  an  affiliate  to  purchase,  the  Note  authorized  hereby; 

WHEREAS,  FC  Cactus  Residential  Development  Fund,  LLC  has  expressed  its 
intention  to  purchase,  or  cause  a  qualified  affiliate  to  purchase  the  Subordinate  Bonds 
authorized  hereby;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Approval  of  Recitals.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Execution  and  Delivery  of  Note.  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and 
the  Funding  Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter  defined),  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
and  deliver  a  revenue  note  of  the  City,  which  note  comprises  a  Governmental  Lender  Note 
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under  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  such  note  to  be  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Note  (2175  Market  Street  Apartments),  2013  Series 
D-1 ,"  or  such  other  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  Note 
from  any  other  bonds  or  notes  of  the  City,  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Thirty  Million 
Dollars  ($30,000,000.00)  (the  "Note"),  with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent 
(12%)  per  annum  for  the  Note,  and  which  shall  have  a  final  maturity  date  not  later  than  August 
1,  2050.  Notwithstanding  the  preceding  sentence,  at  no  time  shall  the  outstanding  aggregate 
amount  of  the  Note  and  the  Subordinate  Bonds  exceed  Thirty  Million  Dollars 
($30,000,000.00).  The  Note  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  and  otherwise  in  accordance  with 
the  Funding  Loan  Agreement  (defined  below),  and  shall  be  executed  by  the  manual  or 
facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  and  attested  by  the  manual  or 
facsimile  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Section  3.  Approval  of  Funding  Loan  Agreement.  The  Funding  Loan  Agreement  (the 
"Funding  Loan  Agreement"),  by  and  among  the  City,  Citibank,  N.A.,  as  funding  lender  (the 
"Funding  Lender")  and  U.S.  Bank  National  Association,  as  fiscal  agent,  in  the  form  presented 
to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each 
of  the  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  the  Housing  Development  Director 
of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  or  any  Authorized  Governmental  Lender  Representative  (as 
such  term  is  defined  in  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement)  (collectively,  the  "Authorized 
Representatives"  and  each,  an  "Authorized  Representative")  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City 
Attorney"),  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein 
as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Obligation  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance 
with  Section  1 0  hereof. 
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Section  4.  Approval  of  Borrower  Loan  Agreement.  The  Borrower  Loan  Agreement  (the 
"Borrower  Loan  Agreement"),  by  and  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form 
presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby 
approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Borrower 
Loan  Agreement,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together 
with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Obligation 
Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  10  hereof. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  Issuance  and  Delivery  of  Subordinate  Bonds.  In  accordance 
with  the  Act  and  the  Subordinate  Indenture  (hereinafter  defined),  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  and  deliver  revenue  bonds  of  the  City,  such  bonds  to  be  issued  in  one  series,  [which 
may  have  two  or  more  subseries,]  and  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Subordinate  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  (2175  Market  Street  Apartments),  2013 
Series  D-2,"  or  such  other  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such 
series  from  every  other  series  of  bonds,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$4,000,000  (the  "Subordinate  Bonds"),  with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent 
(12%)  per  annum  for  the  Subordinate  Bonds,  and  which  shall  have  a  final  maturity  date  no 
later  than  August  1,  2050.  The  Subordinate  Bonds  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  and 
otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  Subordinate  Indenture,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the  manual 
or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  and  attested  by  the  manual  or 
facsimile  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Section  6.  Subordinate  Trust  Indenture.  The  Subordinate  Trust  Indenture  (the 
"Subordinate  Indenture"),  by  and  between  the  City  and  U.S.  Bank  National  Association,  as 
Trustee,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  Subordinate  Indenture,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney  in  substantially  said  form, 
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together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co- 
Obligation  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  10  thereof. 

Section  7.  Subordinate  Loan  Agreement.  The  Subordinate  Loan  Agreement  (the 
"Subordinate  Loan  Agreement")  by  and  among  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Borrower,  in  the 
form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby 
approved.  Any  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Subordinate 
Loan  Agreement,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together 
with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Obligation 
Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  10  hereof. 

Section  8.  Approval  of  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive 
Covenants.  The  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the 
"Regulatory  Agreement"),  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each 
Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement, 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such 
additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Obligation  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  10  hereof. 

Section  9.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  shall 
charge  a  fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with  issuing  the  Obligations  in  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Obligations.  Such  fee  shall  be 
payable  at  closing  and  may  be  contingent  on  the  delivery  of  the  Obligations.  The  City  shall 
also  charge  an  annua!  fee  for  monitoring  the  restricted  units  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
0.125%  of  the  outstanding  principal  amount  of  the  Obligations,  but  no  less  than  $2,500 
annually,  for  the  term  of  the  Regulatory  Agreement.  The  initial  monitoring  fee  shall  be 
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payable  upon  delivery  of  the  Obligations.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  to  charge  and  collect  the  fees  described  in  this  section. 

Section  10.  Modifications.  Changes,  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement,  the  Subordinate 
Indenture,  the  Subordinate  Loan  Agreement  or  the  Regulatory  Agreement  (collectively,  the 
"City  Agreements"),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Obligation  Counsel,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  City 
Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such  modification  does  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Obligations  in  excess  of  $30,000,000  at  any 
one  time,  provide  for  a  final  maturity  on  the  Obligations  later  than  August  1 ,  2050,  or  provide 
for  the  Obligations  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The 
approval  of  any  modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents 
shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  1 1 .  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take 
any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  City  Agreements, 
which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  and  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the 
Subordinate  Bonds  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein 
approved  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution. 

Section  12.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers 
and  agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Obligations  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 
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Section  13.  File.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  are  located  in  File  No.  130190  ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of 
this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Resolution  endorsing  a  Term  Sheet  for  revisions  to  a  proposed  development 
agreement  with  Caiifornia  Pacific  Medical  Center  (CPMC)  for  CPMC's  Long  Range 
Development  Plan,  including  new  hospitals  at  the  Cathedral  Hill  and  St.  Luke's 
Campuses,  with  any  final  development  agreement  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Planning  Commission,  the  Municipal  Transportation  Authority  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 


WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  Section  65864  et  seq.  authorizes  any  city, 
county,  or  city  and  county  to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  the  development  of  real  property 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city,  county,  or  city  and  county;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  56  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  ("Chapter  56")  sets 
forth  certain  procedures  for  the  processing  and  approval  of  development  agreements  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City");  and 

WHEREAS,  Sutter  West  Bay  Hospitals,  a  California  nonprofit  public  benefit  corporation 
doing  business  as  California  Pacific  Medical  Center  ("CPMC"),  is  the  owner  of  certain  real 
property  associated  with  the  CPMC  Long  Range  Development  Plan  ("LRDP")  located  at 
various  locations  in  the  City,  generally  referred  to  as  the  St.  Luke's  Campus,  the  Cathedral  Hill 
(Van  Ness  and  Geary)  Campus,  the  Davies  Campus,  the  Pacific  Campus  and  the  California 
Campus  (the  "Project  Sites");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  30,  2012,  CPMC  filed  an  application  with  the  City's  Planning 
Department  for  approval  of  a  development  agreement  relating  to  the  Project  Sites,  and  City 
staff  and  CPMC  negotiated  a  proposed  development  agreement,  a  copy  of  which,  dated  June 
20,  2012,  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  120366  (the  "Development 
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Agreement").  CPMC  also  filed  applications  with  the  Department  for  certain  development 
proposals  described  in  Exhibit  B  to  the  Development  Agreement  (together  with  the 
Development  Agreement,  the  "Project").  The  Project  includes  the  "Near  Term  Projects," 
which  generally  include  new  hospitals  and  medical  office  buildings  at  the  St.  Luke's  Campus 
and  the  Cathedral  Hill  Campus,  and  a  new  Neuroscience  Institute  building  at  the  Davies 
Campus,  and  certain  "Long  Term  Projects"  on  the  Davies  Campus  and  the  Pacific  Campus;

WHEREAS,  On  April  26,  2012,  by  Motion  No.  18588,  the  Planning  Commission 
certified  as  adequate,  accurate  and  complete  and  as  representing  the  independent  judgment 
of  the  Planning  Commission,  the  CPMC  LRDP  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("FEIR") 
prepared  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  (California  Public 
Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  A  copy  of  Planning  Commission  Motion  No.  18588 
is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120357.  Also  on  April  26,  by 
Resolutions  Nos.  1 8590  and  1 8591 ,  the  Planning  Commission  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  amendments  to  the  General  Plan  necessary  for  implementation  of  the  Near  Term 
Projects.

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  revisions  include  an  increase  in  size  of  the  new  hospital  at 
the  St.  Luke's  Campus  (from  80  beds  to  120  beds)  and  a  decrease  in  the  size  of  the  new 
hospital  at  the  Cathedral  Hill  Campus  (from  555  beds  to  274-304  beds),  as  more  particularly 
described  in  the  revised  project  description  submitted  to  the  Planning  Department  on 
February  25,  2013,  as  revised,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 30232  (the  "Revised  Project"),  and  CPMC  has  indicated  its  intent  to 
revise  or  amend,  as  necessary,  any  materials  or  applications  to  reflect  the  Revised  Project;

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WHEREAS,  In  a  memorandum  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  dated  March  5,  2013,  the 
Planning  Department  determined  that  the  Revised  Project,  with  a  larger  hospital  at  St.  Luke's 
and  a  smaller  hospital  at  Cathedral  Hill,  is  a  modification  of  Alternative  3A  analyzed  in  the 
FEIR,  and  that  no  other  changes  are  proposed  at  those  or  any  other  Campus,  and  that  no 
new  significant  effects  or  increases  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant  effects 
are  expected  to  result  from  the  Revised  Project.

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  Revised  Project,  City  staff  and  CPMC  have 
negotiated  a  term  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  File  No.  1 30232  (the  'Term  Sheet"),  to  reflect  proposed  changes  to  the  Development

Resolution  authorizing  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  to  retroactively  accept  and 
expend  a  grant  of  up  to  $3,350,000  from  the  Trust  for  Public  Land,  for  the  design  and 
construction  of  improvements  to  Father  Alfred  E.  Boeddeker  Park  for  the  period  of 
August  13,  2012,  through  March  3,  2014. 

WHEREAS,  Father  Alfred  E.  Boeddeker  Park,  commonly  referred  to  as  Boeddeker 
Park,  is  a  nearly  1-acre  multi  use  facility  in  the  Tenderloin  Neighborhood,  along  Eddy,  Jones, 
and  Ellis  Streets;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  its  last  renovation  in  the  late  1980s,  the  community  and  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  staff  have  noticed  several  challenges  with  the  existing 
design.  The  perimeter  and  internal  fences  block  visibility  into  and  out  of  the  park  and  create 
an  unwanted  aesthetic  that  does  not  reflect  the  spirit  of  the  community.  The  sunken  clubhouse 
makes  visibility  into  the  park  virtually  impossible  for  recreation  staff,  exacerbating  security 
problems  and  making  park  users,  especially  children,  feel  unsafe;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  2007,  The  Trust  for  Public  Land  (TPL)  has  worked  with  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  staff  and  the  community  to  solve  these  problems  and  create 
a  new  Boeddeker  Park  and  Clubhouse  that  is  easier  to  manage  and  maintain  while  also 
providing  a  more  diverse  array  of  recreation  opportunities;  and 

WHEREAS,  TPL  sponsored  a  series  of  public  workshops  to  develop  a  community- 
supported  conceptual  plan.  At  a  community  workshop  held  on  October  20,  2009,  TPL 
presented  the  final  conceptual  plan  for  improvements;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  conceptual  plan  includes  the  following  significant 
improvements  to  the  park:  New  4,300  square  foot  clubhouse  with  greater  visibility  into  the 

park  and  green  building  features;  Play  areas  for  school  age  children  and  tots;  Regulation-size 
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full  court  high  school  basketball  court;  Adult  fitness  area  with  outdoor  exercise  equipment; 
Perimeter  walking  path;  Stage  and  Performance  area;  Outdoor  plazas  for  informal  gathering 
and  programs  such  as  Tai  Chi;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  19,  2012,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  approved  the 
conceptual  plan,  Resolution  No.  1204-021;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  21,  2012,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  approved  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  Department  and  TPL;  and  approved  to 
recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  accept  and  expend  the  grant  of  up  to  $3,350,000 
from  TPL  to  the  Department  for  improvements  to  Boeddeker  Park,  Resolution  No.  1206-012; 
and 

WHEREAS,  TPL  is  prepared  to  grant  approximately  $2.7  Million  worth  of  in-kind 
professional  services;  such  as  project  management,  consultants,  and  design  to  the 
Department;  and 

WHEREAS,  TPL  will  also  hold  a  $646,000  construction  contingency  that  could  be 
spent  on  the  project  during  construction;  and

[Anti-Arab  and  Anti-Muslim  Bus  Advertisements] 

Resolution  standing  with  Muslim  and  Arab  communities  in  the  face  of  anti-Arab  and 
anti-Muslim  bus  advertisements. 

WHEREAS,  San  Franciscans  have  come  from  around  the  world,  and  at  its  core,  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  celebrates  diversity,  stands  for  acceptance,  and  has  fought 
bigotry  and  racism;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  many  Arab,  Middle  Eastern,  Muslim  and  South  Asian 
(AMEMSA)  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  Members  of  AMEMSA  communities  have  been  subjected  to  pervasive 
discrimination  and  hate  crimes  in  the  aftermath  of  the  tragic  events  of  September  1 1 ,  2001 ; 
and 

WHEREAS,  A  group  calling  itself  the  American  Freedom  Defense  Initiative  (AFDI)  has 
been  submitting  advertisements  on  buses  across  the  country  that  specifically  target  members 
of  the  Muslim  and  Arab  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  AFDI's  newest  advertisements,  which  denigrate  Muslims  and  Arabs  and 
which  have  no  redeeming  social  value,  have  begun  publication  on  San  Francisco  Muni  buses 
on  March  10,  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  AFDI  was  co-founded  by  Pamela  Geller,  who  has  been  designated  by  the 
Southern  Law  Poverty  Center  as  an  anti-Muslim  hate  extremist;  and 

WHEREAS,  AFDI  submitted  an  offensive,  bigoted  bus  advertisement  to  the  New  York 
Municipal  Transportation  Authority  (NYMTA)  that  referred  to  Muslims  and  Arabs  as  savages 
(Savage  Advertisement);  the  NYMTA  rejected  the  Savage  Advertisement,  a  decision  reversed 
by  a  federal  court  who  ordered  that  the  Savage  Advertisement  be  displayed  based  on  the 
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First  Amendment;  the  Savage  Advertisement  was  also  submitted  to  Washington  DC,  where 
a  court  also  directed  Washington  D.C.  to  run  the  Savage  Advertisement  pursuant  to  the  First 
Amendment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Savage  Advertisement  was  also  submitted  to  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Transit  Authority  (SFMTA)  in  August  of  2012;  the  SFMTA  put  up  the  Savage 
Advertisement  after  the  NY  federal  court  decision;  75  organizations  and  35  community 
leaders  representing  diverse  communities  and  civil  rights,  labor  and  social  justice 
organizations  submitted  a  letter  to  the  SFMTA  requesting  that  it  work  with  AMENSA 
communities  to  condemn  the  Savage  Advertisement;  the  SFMTA  Director  and  the  Chair 
issued  condemnations  and  issued  a  disclaimer  next  to  the  Savage  Advertisement  stating: 
"Muni  condemns  statements  that  describe  any  group  as  savages;"  SFMTA  donated  the 
proceeds  of  the  Savage  Advertisement  to  the  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission 
(SFHRC)  to  use  to  address  the  harm  from  the  Savage  Advertisement;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  and  around  the  time  period  that  the  Savage  Advertisement  ran  on  San 
Francisco  buses,  a  mosque  in  Ontario,  California  found  the  limbs  of  a  dismembered  pig  on  the 
building's  front  steps  during  the  holy  month  of  Ramadan;  a  group  of  young  people  were 
arrested  after  throwing  lemons  at  Muslims  worshipping  at  a  mosque  in  Hayward,  California;  a 
man  in  Morton  Grove,  Illinois,  was  arrested  for  firing  a  high-  velocity  air  rifle  at  a  mosque;  a 
bottle  filled  with  acid  was  hurled  at  an  Islamic  school  during  Ramadan  prayers  in  Lombard, 
Illinois;  an  arsonist  burned  a  mosque  in  Joplin,  Missouri  to  the  ground;  six  members  of  the 
Sikh  community  were  killed  when  a  white  supremacist  opened  fire  at  their  temple  in  Oak 
Creek,  Wisconsin;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  members  of  the  Muslim  and  Arab  communities  were 
deeply  harmed  by  the  Savage  Advertisement,  as  discussed  in  a  community  forum  on  January 
31,  2013,  with  city  leadership  in  attendance;  at  the  forum,  community  members  showed  how 
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the  advertisement  is  part  of  a  pervasive  environment  of  bullying  and  discrimination  directed  at 
the  Muslim  and  Arab  communities;  Arab  and  Muslim  Muni  drivers  spoke  about  the 
tremendous  insult  that  came  from  having  to  drive  buses  disparaging  them  as  "savages;"  Arab 
and  Muslim  youth  spoke  about  being  bullied  at  school  and  about  the  ways  having  to  ride 
buses  to  school  calling  them  "savages"  was  very  harmful  to  their  development  as  individuals; 
and  members  from  other  communities,  including  the  African-American,  Asian-American, 
Latino,  LGBT  and  Jewish  communities,  spoke  in  solidarity  with  AMEMSA  communities  in 
condemnation  of  the  Savage  Advertisement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Members  of  the  Muslim  and  Arab  communities  have  asked  that  proceeds 
from  the  Savage  Advertisement  be  used  to  address  the  systemic  Islamophobic  and  racist 
issues  facing  the  communities  by  funding  a  discrimination  impact  study  that  would  research 
and  develop  a  report  concerning  the  impact  of  post-9/1 1  discrimination  on  members  of  the 
Muslim  and  Arab  communities;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  stands  with  its  AMEMSA  communities  in  the 
condemnation  of  the  Islamophobic  and  racist  advertisements  as  well  as  the  use  of  any 
language  that  marginalizes  communities  because  of  race,  religion  or  ethnicity  or  that  has  the 
effect  of  legitimizing  violence  against  them,  and  also  states  that  while  advertisements  may 
have  First  Amendment  protections,  they  have  no  value  in  facilitating  constructive  dialogue  and 
are  contrary  to  the  values  of  diversity  and  inclusion  that  San  Francisco  prides  itself  on;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  ask  SFMTA  and  SFHRC  to 
direct  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Islamophobic  and  racist  advertisements  be  used  to  fund  a 
discrimination  impact  study  of  the  impact  of  discrimination  and  hate  on  the  Arab  and  Muslim 
communities  post-9/1 1 ;  and 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  encourages  fellow  community 
leaders  and  residents  to  speak  out  against  these  advertisements  and  stand  in  solidarity  with 
members  of  the  Muslim  and  Arab  communities  against  the  hate  being  directed  at  them.

Resolution  extending  by  60  days  the  prescribed  time  within  which  the  Planning 
Commission  may  render  its  decision  on  an  Ordinance  (File  No.  120883)  amending  the 
Planning  Code,  by  adding  Section  102.36.1,  to  establish  an  annual  monitoring 
requirement  for  Student  Housing  conversions;  to  require  a  posting  to  announce  that 
the  report  is  available  for  public  review;  and  to  provide  an  enforcement  mechanism  for 
failure  to  submit  the  annual  report;  adopting  findings,  including  environmental 
findings,  Section  302  findings,  and  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and 
the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  On  September  14,  2012,  Supervisor  Kim  introduced  legislation  amending 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  that  add  Planning  Code  Section  102.36.1  to  establish  an 
annual  monitoring  requirement  for  Student  Housing  conversions.  The  proposed  Ordinance 
would  also  require  a  posting  to  announce  that  the  report  is  available  for  public  review,  and 
would  provide  an  enforcement  mechanism  for  failure  to  submit  the  annual  report;  adopting 
findings,  including  environmental  findings,  Section  302  findings,  and  findings  of  consistency 
with  the  General  Plan  and  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1.  A  copy  of 
said  legislation  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120883  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  or  about  September  14,  2012,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
referred  the  proposed  ordinance  to  the  Planning  Commission,  which  currently  is  reviewing  the 
proposed  ordinance;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  November  29,  2012,  the  Planning  Commission  had  a  presentation  by 
the  Planning  Department  and  took  public  comment  on  the  proposed  ordinance,  after  which 
they  continued  the  item  to  January  24,  2013;  and 

WHEREAS.  On  March  7,  2013,  the  Planning  Commission,  at  the  request  of  Supervisor

Resolution  approving  designation  of  five  selling  spaces  on  Market  Street,  north  side,  at 
Spear  Street,  for  Saturday  use  by  street  artists  certified  by  the  Arts  Commission; 
exempting  said  spaces  from  the  regulations  of  Police  Code,  Section  2405(c),  relating  to 
street  artist  display  size,  distance  from  entrances,  and  distance  between  artists' 
displays. 

WHEREAS,  The  Street  Artists  Ordinance  adopted  by  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  as 
Proposition  "L"  at  the  election  held  on  November  4,  1975,  authorizes  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  by  resolution,  to  designate  sales  areas  where  any  street  artist  or  craftsperson 
previously  certified  may  sell  art  or  craft  items;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Arts  Commission  on  February  4,  2013,  unanimously  voted  to  request 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  designation  of  five  (5)  spaces  on  the  north  side  of  Market  Street 
at  Spear  Street  for  street  artists  with  provision  for  the  artists  to  not  use  the  spaces  during  large 
events;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  following  selling  spaces  are  hereby  designated  for  street  artists 
certified  by  the  Arts  Commission: 

Spaces: 

5  -  Market  Street,  north  side,  at  Spear  Street;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  five  (5)  spaces  hereby  designated  on  Market  Street, 
north  side,  at  Spear  Street,  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  Police  Code  Section  2405(c)(1), 
(c)(2),  (c)(3),  and  (c)(4)  which  prohibit  street  artists  from  selling,  offering  for  sale  or  soliciting 
offers  to  purchase  on  any  sidewalk  in  an  area  more  than  four  and  one-half  (4  V-z)  feet  from  the 
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curb  line  of  any  sidewalk,  more  than  five  (5)  feet  above  any  sidewalk,  and  more  than  four  (4) 
feet  long;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  displays  of  street  artists  selling,  offering  for  sale  or 
soliciting  offers  to  purchase  in  the  five  (5)  spaces  on  Market  Street,  north  side,  at  Spear 
Street,  shall  be  not  more  than  fourteen  (14)  feet  from  the  curb  line  of  the  sidewalk,  not  within 
four  (4)  feet  of  the  curb  line  of  the  sidewalk,  not  more  than  seven  (7)  feet  above  the  sidewalk, 
and  not  more  than  ten  (10)  feet  long;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  five  (5)  spaces  on  Market  Street,  north  side,  at  Spear 
Street,  are  hereby  exempt  from  the  provision  of  Police  Code  Section  2405(c)(6)  which 
prohibits  street  artists  from  selling  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  the  outer  edge  of  any  entrance  to  any 
building,  but  not  limited  to,  doors,  driveways,  emergency  exits  measured  in  each  direction 
parallel  to  the  building  line  and  thence  at  a  90-degree  angle  to  the  curb;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  said  spaces  are  hereby  exempt  from  the  provision  of 
Police  Code  Section  2405(c)(1 1 )  which  prohibits  a  street  artist  from  selling  within  five  (5)  feet 
of  the  display  of  any  other  artist;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  street  artist  usage  of  said  spaces  is  limited  to  Saturdays 
with  the  exception  of  certain  Saturdays  in  which  the  area  must  be  kept  clear  for  large  public 
events  and/or  large  events  hosted  by  the  adjacent  Hyatt  Hotel.

Resolution  supporting  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District's  Pilot  Program  to  allow  full- 
time  bicycle  access. 

WHEREAS,  The  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  (BART)  provides  vital  regional 
transportation  in  the  Bay  Area  for  San  Francisco  commuters,  students,  tourists,  and  residents; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Bicycles  solve  the  "last  mile"  problem  by  providing  a  convenient  and 
flexible  means  for  passengers  of  all  walks  of  life  to  access  the  stations  and  reach  their  final 
destinations  while  reducing  both  traffic  congestion  and  the  need  for  costly  automobile  parking 
facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Bicycling  provides  health  benefits  to  communities  by  reducing  both  air 
pollution  and  noise  pollution,  and  bicycling  provides  health  benefits  to  riders  through  exercise 
to  help  curb  the  steep  rise  in  health  problems  such  as  hypertension,  diabetes  and  obesity  in 
America  today;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  New  York  City  Metropolitan  Transportation  Authority  subway,  the 
busiest  subway  in  the  United  States  allows  bicycles  onboard  at  all  times;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Los  Angeles  Metro,  Montreal  Metro,  and  many  other  transit  systems 
worldwide  allow  bicycles  onboard  at  all  times;  and 

WHEREAS,  BART  currently  allows  bicycles  onboard  all  trains  except  for  restrictions 
during  weekday  commute  hours;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2012,  BART  conducted  a  pilot  program  to  allow  bicycles  on  all  trains 
every  Friday  in  the  month  of  August;  and 
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WHERES,  BART  conducted  a  rider  survey  on  the  August  2012  pilot  program  that  found 
that  90%  of  riders  who  were  aware  of  the  pilot  did  not  experience  any  problems;  and 

WHEREAS,  BART  is  conducting  a  second  pilot  program  to  allow  bicycles  on  all  trains 
the  week  of  March  18th,  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  feedback  from  the  initial  pilot  program,  the  first  three  cars  of 
trains  during  commute  hours  are  designated  as  bicycle  free;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
expresses  our  appreciation  of  BART's  efforts  to  support  and  serve  people  traveling  with 
bicycles  by  currently  allowing  bicycles  onboard  most  trains,  through  the  provision  of  bike 
stations  and  secure  bike  parking  options,  through  improved  station  access,  and  through  pilot 
programs  to  allow  bicycles  onboard  at  all  times;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  commends  BART  for 
conducting  a  second  pilot  program  to  allow  bicycle  on  all  trains;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  BART  to  lift  the  current 
ban  on  bicycles  onboard  during  commute  hours  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity,  to  allow 
bicycles  onboard  BART  at  all  times  and  in  all  directions.

WHEREAS,  Safe  Routes  to  School  is  a  community-based  program  that  provides 
funding  for  infrastructure  projects,  public  engagement,  planning,  and  educational  activities  that 
enhance  pedestrian  safety  for  parents,  guardians,  and  children  around  schools;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  recent  State  administrative  changes,  the  California  Department  of 
Transportation  will  become  the  California  Transportation  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  change  will  cause  Safe  Routes  to  School  funding  to  be  consolidated 
into  a  group  fund  of  existing  programs,  meaning  the  loss  of  the  program's  effectiveness  in 
communities  throughout  the  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  1199  (AB1194),  sponsored  by  Assemblymember  Tom 
Ammiano,  would  require  the  Safe  Routes  to  School  Program  to  be  funded  at  an  annual 
appropriation  of  no  less  than  $46,000,000,  with  funding  from  federal  and  state  transportation 
funds  eligible  to  be  expended  for  this  purpose,  and  authorization  and  responsibility  of 
selecting  projects  and  awarding  grants  will  transfer  from  the  California  Department  of 
Transportation  to  the  California  Transportation  Commission;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  urges  the  California  State  Legislature  to  pass  Assembly  Bill  1 194.

[Freeway  Agreement  -  California  Department  of  Transportation  -  State  Highway  Route  101, 
South  Van  Ness  Avenue  to  Golden  Gate  Avenue] 

Resolution  adopting  a  freeway  agreement  with  the  California  Department  of 
Transportation  (Caltrans)  for  a  portion  of  State  Highway  Route  101  from  South  Van 
Ness  Avenue  to  Golden  Gate  Avenue;  and  authorizing  official  acts  related  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  On  April  21,  1954,  the  California  Transportation  Commission  adopted  the 
Central  Freeway  extension  of  Route  101  from  Interstate  80-Route  101  interchange  to  Turk 
Street  into  the  State  Highway  System  and  declared  it  a  freeway;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  7,  1955,  the  California  Department  of  Transportation 
(Caltrans)  and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  entered  into  a  Freeway  Agreement 
concerning  portions  of  this  State  Highway;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  17,  1989,  the  Loma  Prieta  Earthquake  severely  damaged 
parts  of  the  elevated  concrete  Central  Freeway  structure;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  the  earthquake,  the  State  undertook  the  following  actions  related  to 
the  Central  Freeway:  bracing  of  the  double  deck  portion  of  the  structure  from  Mission  Street  to 
Fell  and  Oak  Street  ramps  to  provide  interim  seismic  support  in  1990;  demolition  of  the 
northern  portion  of  the  freeway  from  approximately  Fell  and  Oak  Streets  leading  to  the 
Franklin  and  Gough  Street  ramps  in  1992;  removal  of  the  upper  deck  of  the  structure  in  1996 
to  improve  seismic  stability;  and  seismic  retrofit  of  the  remaining  lower  deck  of  the  structure 
ending  at  Fell  Street  in  1998;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  November  1998,  San  Francisco  voters  approved  Proposition  E  to 
authorize  construction  of  the  Octavia  Boulevard  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1999,  the  California  Legislature  adopted  Streets  and  Highways  Code 
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Section  72.1  to:  1)  select  the  Central  Freeway  Replacement  Project  as  an  alternative 
transportation  system  to  the  former  Central  Freeway;  2)  acknowledge  that  the  Central 
Freeway  Replacement  Project  includes  both  the:  a)  "Freeway  Project"  itself,  which  the  State 
of  California  acting  by  and  through  its  Department  of  Transportation  will  construct  under  one 
contract  consisting  of  i)  demolition  of  the  existing  former  Central  Freeway,  ii)  construction  of  a 
new  freeway  between  Mission  Street  and  Market  Street,  and  iii)  the  construction  of  new  ramps 
to  and  from  that  new  freeway;  and  b)  the  Octavia  Boulevard  Project,  which  City  will  construct; 
and  3)  state  that  portion  of  Route  101  north  of  Fell  Street  and  south  of  Turk  Street  are  not 
needed  for  the  Central  Freeway  Replacement  Project  and  is  no  longer  a  state  highway;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  November  1999,  San  Francisco  voters  adopted  Proposition  l-Central 
Freeway  Replacement  Project  which  recommended,  among  other  findings,  that  the  proceeds 
from  any  sale  of  unneeded  Central  Freeway  right-of-way  property  shall  be  used  to  fund  the 
Octavia  Boulevard  Plan  and  related  transportation  improvements;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2000,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  469-00, 
authorizing  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  State  of  California  for  the 
acquisition  of  right  of  ways  to  certain  portions  of  Route  101  (the  former  Central  Freeway), 
located  generally  between  Market  Street  and  Turk  Street;  adopting  findings  that  such 
acquisition  is  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  Eight  Priority  Policies  of  the  Planning 
Code  Section  101.1;  and  placing  the  property  under  the  Department  of  Public  Works' 
jurisdiction.

Avenue  from  Mission  Street  to  Market  Street,  and  Van  Ness  Avenue  from  Market  Street  to 
Golden  Gate  Avenue  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  A  copy  of  this  Resolution  is  on

Resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  multifamily  housing  revenue  bonds 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $23,900,000  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  financing  for  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  a  75-unit  multifamily  rental 
housing  project  known  as  Broadway  Sansome  Apartments;  approving  the  form  of  and 
authorizing  the  execution  of  a  trust  indenture  providing  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
bonds;  approving  the  form  of  and  authorizing  the  execution  of  a  regulatory  agreement 
and  declaration  of  restrictive  covenants;  approving  the  forms  of  and  authorizing  the 
execution  of  certain  loan  documents;  authorizing  the  collection  of  certain  fees; 
ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with  the  bonds  and 
the  project;  granting  general  authority  to  City  officials  to  take  actions  necessary  to 
implement  this  Resolution;  and  related  matters. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board")  desires  to  provide  for  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  construction  by 
Broadway  Sansome  Associates,  L.P.,  a  California  limited  partnership  (the  "Borrower"),  of  a 
75-unit  residential  rental  development  located  at  235  Broadway  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California,  known  as  "Broadway  Sansome  Apartments"  (the  "Project"),  to  provide  housing  for 
persons  and  families  of  very  low  income  through  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  is  authorized  to  issue 
revenue  bonds  for  such  purpose  pursuant  to  the  Charter  of  the  City,  Article  I  of  Chapter  43  of 
the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City  and,  to  the  extent  applicable,  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  of 
Division  31  (commencing  with  Section  52075)  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the  State  of 
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California  ("Health  and  Safety  Code"),  as  now  in  effect  and  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
hereafter  be  amended  or  supplemented  (collectively,  the  "Act");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  (hereinafter  defined)  may  qualify  for  tax 
exemption  under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  (the 
"Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are  approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is  the  applicable

WHEREAS,  It  appears  that  each  of  the  documents  which  is  now  before  this  Board, 
including  an  Indenture,  a  Loan  Agreement,  a  Regulatory  Agreement,  a  Subordination 
Agreement  and  an  Assignment  (each  of  which  is  defined  and  described  below),  is 
substantially  in  appropriate  form  and  is  an  appropriate  instrument  to  be  executed  and 
delivered  for  the  purposes  intended;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  a  limited  obligation  of  the  City,  the  sole  source  of 
repayment  for  which  shall  be  payments  made  by  the  Borrower  under  the  Loan  Agreement 
together  with  investment  income  on  certain  funds  and  accounts  held  under  the  Indenture;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  finds  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  require  that  the  City 
at  this  time  make  arrangements  for  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  has  engaged  Jones  Hall,  A  Professional  Law  Corporation  and 
Amira  Jackmon,  Attorney  at  Law,  as  co-bond  counsel  with  respect  to  the  Bonds  ("Co-Bond 
Counsel");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Silicon  Valley  Bank  (the  "Bank")  has  expressed  its  intention  to  purchase, 
or  cause  an  affiliate  to  purchase,  the  Bonds  authorized  hereby;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Approval  of  Recitals.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Issuance  of  Bonds.  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and  the 
Indenture  (hereinafter  defined),  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  and  deliver  revenue 
bonds  of  the  City,  such  bonds  to  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series  and  subseries,  and 
designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  California  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue 
Bonds  (Broadway  Sansome  Apartments),  Series  201 3A,"  or  such  other  designation  as  may 
be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  of  bonds,  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $23,900,000  (the  "Bonds"),  with  an  interest  rate  not 
to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum  for  the  Bonds,  and  which  shall  have  a  final 
maturity  date  not  later  than  February  1 ,  2038.  The  Bonds  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  and 
otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  Indenture,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the  manual  or  facsimile 
signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  and  attested  by  the  manual  or  facsimile 
signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Section  3.  Indenture.  The  Trust  Indenture  (the  "Indenture"),  by  and  between  the  City 
and  U.S.  Bank  National  Association,  as  trustee  (the  "Trustee"),  in  the  form  presented  to  the 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor, 
Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director")  or  any  Authorized  Representative  of 
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the  City  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Indenture)  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the 
Indenture,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City  Attorney"),  in 
substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City 
Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 
hereof. 

Section  4.  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants.  The 
Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the  "Regulatory 
Agreement"),  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy 
of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Director  or 
any  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement, 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such 
additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  5.  City  Loan  Documents.  The  Loan  Agreement  by  and  among  the  City,  the 
Trustee  and  the  Borrower  (the  "Loan  Agreement"),  the  Subordination  Agreement  by  and 
between  the  City  and  the  Trustee  in  favor  of  the  Bank  (the  "Subordination  Agreement"),  and 
the  Assignment  of  Deed  of  Trust  Documents  from  the  City  to  the  Trustee  (the  "Assignment" 
and  together  with  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Subordination  Agreement,  the  "City  Loan 
Documents"),  in  the  forms  presented  to  the  Board,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board,  are  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Director  or  any  Authorized  Representative  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Loan  Documents  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with 
such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  shall 
charge  a  fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with  issuing  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not 
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to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds.  Such  fee  shall  be  payable  at 
bond  closing  and  may  be  contingent  on  the  bond  sale.  The  City  shall  also  charge  an  annual 
fee  for  monitoring  the  restricted  units  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.125%  of  the  outstanding 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  but  no  less  than  $2,500  annually,  for  the  term  of  the 
Regulatory  Agreement.  The  initial  monitoring  fee  shall  be  payable  at  bond  closing.  The  Board 
hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  to  charge  and  collect  the  fees  described  in 
this  section. 

Section  7.  Modifications,  Changes,  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Indenture,  the  Regulatory  Agreement  or  the  City  Loan  Documents  (collectively, 
the  "City  Agreements"),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  City 
Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such  modification  does  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  in  excess  of  $23,900,000,  provide  for  a 
final  maturity  on  the  Bonds  later  than  February  1,  2038,  or  provide  for  the  Bonds  to  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any 
modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced 
conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified. 

Section  9.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any 
and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  Indenture,  the  City 
Loan  Documents  and  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem 
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necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds 
and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance 
with  this  Resolution. 

Section  10.  File.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  are  located  in  File  No.  130177,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution 
as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Resolution  finding  that  20,000  net  rentable  square  feet  is  suitable  and  sufficient  for  the 
Law  Library;  authorizing  the  Director  of  Property  to  enter  into  a  lease  with  Van  Ness 
Post  Center,  LLC,  for  the  Law  Library  at  1200  Van  Ness  Avenue;  finding  that  the 
proposed  relocation  of  the  Law  Library  to  such  space  is  in  conformance  with  the  City's 
General  Plan  and  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  and  authorizing 
the  Director  of  Property  to  find  alternative  comparable  space  if  a  lease  with  Van  Ness 
Post  Center,  LLC,  cannot  be  finalized. 


WHEREAS,  State  Law  and  the  City's  Charter  require  the  City  to  provide  the  San 
Francisco  Law  Library  ("Law  Library"),  a  legal  entity  separate  from  the  City,  with  suitable  and 
sufficient  quarters;  and 

WHEREAS,  State  law,  1869-70  Cal.  Stat.  235  (the  "1870  Act"),  requires  the  City  to 
provide  the  Law  Library  with  "fuel,  lights,  and  stationery  and  all  necessary  conveniences  and 
care,  rooms  convenient  and  accessible  to  the  Courts,  sufficient  for  the  use  and 
accommodation  of  said  law  library  and  those  who  have  occasion  for  its  use/;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  1870  Act  further  states  that:  "the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  are  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  required  to  appropriate, 
allow  and  order  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary"  for  the  above 
purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8.103  of  the  City's  Charter  requires  the  City  to  "provide  suitable 
and  sufficient  quarters  for  the  Law  Library,  fix  up  and  furnish  the  same  and  provide  for  the 
supply  of  necessary  light,  heat,  stationery  and  other  conveniences"  and  to  fund  the  salaries  of 
three  positions  at  the  Law  Library  (the  Librarian,  Assistant  Librarian  and  Bookbinder);  and 
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WHEREAS,  Since  1995,  the  City  has  provided  the  Law  Library  with  approximately 
14,310  square  feet  of  space  at  401  Van  Ness  Avenue,  the  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building, 
under  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  War  Memorial  Board  of  Trustees  and 
Director  of  Property,  dated  as  of  October  26,  1 994;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building  will  undergo  a  significant  renovation 
starting  in  the  summer  of  2013,  requiring  the  vacation  of  the  entire  building;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  War  Memorial  Board  of  Trustees,  authorized  to  determine  the 
occupancies  of  the  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building,  will  not  provide  space  to  the  Law  Library 
after  the  completion  of  the  renovation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Following  a  lengthy  search  process,  the  Director  of  Property  has  found 
suitable  and  sufficient  space  for  the  Law  Library  at  1200  Van  Ness  Avenue,  owned  by  Van 
Ness  Post  Center,  LLC  ("Landlord"),  convenient  and  accessible  to  the  Civic  Center  courts  and
